The Forgotten Man in 
the Indochina war, Lloyd 
Oppel of Courtenay, has 
become a^awn in the 
political game in South¬ 
east Asia. 

Oppel, recently labelled for¬ 
gotten man by his father 
when it appeared nothing was 
being done to gain his release, 
is being held by the Pathet 
Lao forces who are demand¬ 
ing the Laotian government 
be reconstituted before they 
release the young missionary.

take Sharp’s request under 
consideration. 

I n Courtenay. Magnus 
Oppel said: "We've had so 
many ups and downs all these 
months, we're not losing hope 
over this. We have the No. 2 
man in Canada (Trudeau No. 
1) asking for our son’s re¬ 
lease. What more can they 
do?" 

He said the family has not 
had an official word and could 
not comment further, but he 
ex|*cts to hear from Sharp 
after the minister reaches 
Hanoi "where the big brass 
is." 

"We still have faith in the 
Lord. Lloyd is a missionary 
and the Lord will look after 
him and he will be released 
whenever the Lord says this 
is the time.” 

Sharp met the Pathet Lao 
at a reception at the Canadian 
residence of the International 
Control Commission repre¬ 
sentative. Also there were the 
Laotian prime minister, 
Prince Souvanna Phouma, 
and the ambassadors of the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

Sharp told reporters he 
made a strong plea with the 
Pathet Lao to release Oppel, 
20. who was captured last 
Oct. 28 at the village of Ken 
Kok in the southern panhan¬ 
dle of Laos. 

Sharp said it was ludicrous 
that Oppel should be related 
to the political problems of 
l*aos, where the communists 
are demanding a share of the 
national government. 

Sharp said tlie Pathet Lao 
agreed to take his request for 
the urgent release of Oppel to 
their leaders, but the min¬ 
ister indicated that he was 
disappointed with the reaction 
to his request. 

Under the peace accords 
signed here last month, tlie 
two sides have until next Fri¬ 
day, March 23, before the

The plan for children could ^ 
begin to come into effect with- i 
jn a matter of months, Cocke A 
said, but he indicated that a | 
full denticare plan was some | 
ways into the future yet. 

He was speaking in an in- | 
tervfew for the CTV television 
show. Capital Comment. 
which will be shown at 11:15 | 
p.m. tonight on Channel 6. 

Details hadn't been worked 1 
out, but a rough estimate of i 
the cost of the plan for chil- |' 
dren would be $20 million for $$ 
the first year. 

The preventative program S 
is expected to include regular § 
dental checkups, x-rays where | 
necessary, and cleaning and | 
polishing. Cocke said it was i 
likely that mobile dental clin- | 
ics would be set up to handle | 
the work, especially in the | 
rural areas.

In the urban areas more 
permanent clinics could be es- I 
tablished. Schools could also |. 
he used for checkups for j| 
school-age children and possi- £ 
bly as simple administrative & 
units for the project. 

It wouldn't he possible to 
provide denticare for every- |i 
one in B.C. immediately, said H 
Oxke, because people’s teeth || 
aren’t in good enough sha|>e J 
over-all. 

If all dental care was made 
free, the amount of dental 
work to be done would he 
overwhelming. It would over¬ 
tax the facilities provided, 
and there would be far too 
few dtntists available to do 
all th*e work. The funds re¬ 
quired would also he exces¬ 
sive. 

Therefore, the program will 
probably be gradually ex¬ 
panded over the next several 
years, until eventually it 
covers the entire province as 
medicare does now. 

On the related topics of 
fluoridation of water supplies, 
Cocke said he felt it impor¬ 
tant that the public be educat¬ 
ed to realize the value of 
fluoridation. 

He was sure that fluorida¬ 
tion reduced cavities and was 
not harmful to hpalth in any 
other way, he said, but it was 
a controversial issue and a 
majority of the people had to 
be convinced before water 
throughout the province could 
be generally fluoridated. 

He had suggested various 
alternatives, such as the pos¬ 
sible fluoridation of milk, so 
l>eople wouldn't have to buy 
fluoridated milk unless they 
wanted to.

A bold mcdidne-by-satellite scheme that cotild 
bi'inp: top medical care to Canadians in remote areas 
has been proposed by a doctor in the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands. 

Both the B.C. and the federal governments have 
expressed interest in Ihe idea, which would use Ihe 
23,000 - mile - high Anik satellite to transmit such 
things as x-ray pictures. 

If approved, it will be a world first in health. 


The idea is the brainchild of Dr. Hugh Mae- 
Guire, a Vancouver-horn surgeon, who wants to est¬ 
ablish a two-way TV hookup between the 27-bed ' 
Queen Charlotte Hospital and big urban medical 
centres in cities like Vancouver and Ottawa. 

If this pilot project were successful, he said in an 
interview, the scheme could be expanded to cover 
the network of 600 community health centres 
throughout Canada as proposed by the Hastings Re¬ 
port on health. 

Ultimately, it-could remove the need for many 
dangerous mercy missions, long trips by patients 
needing treatment and medical tours to outlying 
areas by top-flight specialists. 

The saving in money and manpower could be 
“staggering,” says MacGuire, who is in the Queen 
Charlottes as part of a medical project sponsored 
jointly by the United Church of Canada and UBC. 

The immediate reaction from both levels of gov¬ 
ernment is one of guarded excitement. 

Harffaliaday, regional director for the federal 
department of communications in Vancouver, said the 
idea would make "good sense” from a technological 
point of view if many outlying hospitals were in¬ 
volved.

Pay, Security Derail Talks 


MONTREAL (CP> Nego¬ 
tiations between represent¬ 
atives of Canada’s two na¬ 
tional railways and their 
5 5,000 non-operating em¬ 
ployees broke down Saturday 
and both sides announced 
they would seek conciliation 
services from the federal 
labor department. 

Dirk Smith, chief bargainer 
for the Associated Non-opera¬ 
tives Employees, said wages 
and job security remain the 
major stumbling blocks to a 
settlement between CP Rail, 
Canadian National Railways 
and the non-ope rating em¬ 
ployees. 

lie said: "All .matters are- 
heing disputed except ten¬ 
sions, which have been tenta¬ 
tively settled." 


Non-operating employees in¬ 
clude clerical staff, truck 
drivers, telegraphers, signal¬ 
men and sleeping car porters. 

Smith said the non-ops were 
asking for 17-per-cent wage 
Increase In n two-year con¬ 
tract, improved pensions and 
other fringe benefits. 

The railways said in a joint 
statement: "The |>ackage we 
offered in negotiations was 
equivalent to almost 15 |>or 
cent for a two-year contract." 
The statement said the pack¬ 
age included two 5-per-cent 
annual wage increases and 
other benefits. 

"The Improved pensions 
would give all worKcrs sub¬ 
stantially increased benefits 
and would cost the railways 
close to $45 million -• the 


equivalent of a 4-per-cent pay 
increase." 

Negotiations began in No¬ 


vember. 1972, a month before 
ihe non-ops’ contract expired. 
Bargaining with other union 
groups is continuing.

TORONTO (CP) Three 
referees who have been ruling 
on disqualified claimants’ ap¬ 
peals to the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission say 
they have seen evidence a 
"witch-hunt" Is going on that 
is terrifying innocent people.

Cups of Nonsense

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am a 
great coffee drinker and so 
are my parents. Recently 
many people have been telling 
us that each cup of coffee 
shortens our lives one day. 

I had long heard that coffee 
was bad for my health but 
until now people were never 
specific. Exactly what are the 
medical effects? — R.J.S. 

Ifd say you have two 
choices. One is to ignore these 
“many people." the other is 
to challenge them to give you 
any reliable facts to support 
their statement. 

Or maybe you have a third 
choice: Look at it logically. 
Let's say n person drinks two 
cups of coffee n day not an 
unreasonably amount. 

Well, say he starts doing it

at age 20. By the time he's 50 
he would — according to their 
statement — have shortened 
his life by 60 years. If he 
drinks three cups a day, in .10 
years he'd have shortened his 
life by 90 years. In other 
wards, the statement is ridic¬ 
ulous. 

Medically, coffee contains 
caffeine, which is a stimulant. 
Too much can make some 


people jittery and keep them 
awake, it also has a diuretic 
effect on some individuals. 
That is, it makes their kid¬ 
neys work a little more vi¬ 
gorously. 

But in any reasonable 
amount, I have never seen 
any evidence that coffee shor¬ 
tens anybody's life. 

Unfortunately, some folks 
seem to take unholy delight in 
telling others that something 
or other “will shorten your 
life.” 

There are plenty of things 
that can be shown statistically 
to shorten life, such as smok¬ 
ing, alcohol and overweight. 
Why, in view of such impor¬ 
tant things, people have to 
make up idiotic scare stories 
about things as innocent as 
coffee, I don’t know.

The Lake Erie shoreline 
was battered similarly, with 
Pelee Island, a dot at the end 
of a peninsula projecting 
southward into the lake, bear¬ 
ing this brunt.

•Normally, he would have to 
be taken to Vancouver. 

But using the Anik satellite, 
a radiologist in Vancouver 
could be contacted “by a flick 
of a switch” and he could 
study a video picture of the 
particular x-ray. 

The radiologist could then 
consult with other Vancouver 
specialists, make a diagnosis 
and prescribe surgery or 
other treatment. 

“This kind of thing,” says 
MacGuire, “would be invalu¬ 
able to a nurse practitioner or 
a family doctor in a remote 
town who is lost without assis¬ 
tance.” 

Major Problem 

If there is any major prob¬ 
lem with the idea, il will l>e 
the ex|>ense. Queen Charlotte 
Hospital would need an earth 
station to communicate with 
Anik, and it would also have 
to reserve time on the satel¬ 
lite. 

The cost of these two things 
would be about $3 million. 

Says MacGuire: "There are 
24 ground stations throughout 
Canada, and we should have 
one in the Queen Charlottes. 
We are just as remote as the 
Yukon and the North-West 
Territories, we have more 
people per area, and these pa¬ 
tients have just as far to trav¬ 
el if they are seriously ill.” 

Block Box

have one-way video transmis¬ 
sion facilities and it would 
only take the addition of a 
“black box" to make this two- 
way, he added. 

In 1971, people on the Queen 
Charlottes were treated for a 
total of 10,000 patient-days. 
Roughly half these patient- 
days were spent at the island 
hospital, and the rest were 
spent in Vancouver hospitals. 

MacGuire says it cost the 
government $500,000 for the 
treatment of those j>atients 
who had to he airlifted to 
Vancouver, but only' $250,000 
for an equal number of pa¬ 
tient-days spent at Queen 
Charlotte Hospital. 

First Saving 

That is the firsl saving. On 
top of this, the patient now 
has io pay $100 for a round- 
trip to Vancouver. And third¬ 
ly, the government must pay 
the specialists who are re¬ 
quired to travel North to han¬ 
dle a case. 

MacGuire argues that 
spread over 15 years, which is 
the life-cxpectancy of a ground 
station, the cost of setting up

To Fear—Senator 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Senator Harold Hughes, 
speaking for Congressional 
Democrats, said Saturday 
President Nixon’s law en¬ 
forcement proposals represent 
an "appeal to the public fear 
of crime" rather than a rea¬ 
sonable solution to a complex 
social problem.

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Firearms Registration 


T HE GUN LOBBY in the United States is said 
to be one of the most powerful of all press¬ 
ure organizations in the national and state capi¬ 
tals of the country. And it looks very' much as 
though the opponents of stricter regulations of 
firearms in Canada have a. firm grip on govern¬ 
ment, too. For all the talking that goes on in both 
countries about the need to tighten controls, little 
is done. 

The talk in the United States is mostly about 
handguns, and it swelled in volume after the recent 
shooting in a Washington, D.C., street robbery of 
Senator John C. Stcnnis. President Nixon described 
it as “just one of those senseless things that hap¬ 
pens” and expressed the hope that the near fatality 
of the prominent politician would lead to action on 
a law banning small pistols, but not too broad a 
law. “What we need," he said, “is a precise defini¬ 
tion which will keep the guns out of the hands of 
criminals and not one that will impinge on the 
rights of others to have them for their own pur¬ 
poses in a legitimate way.” 

There is a similar ring to what Canada's Jus¬ 
tice Minister Otto Lang had to say the other day on 
a bill before the House of Commons, proposed by 
Stuart Leggatt, NDP member of New West¬ 
minster, that would place all rifles on the restricted 
revolver list, and require permits before they could 
be used. A registration of shotguns and rifles would 
help to keep them out of the hands of irresponsible 
Individuals, Mr. Leggatt argues. 

But. Mr. Lang only sees registration as a nui¬ 
sance. While he said he was prepared to consider 
gun control changes, he wasn’t going to rush into 
anything that would tend to annoy people who 


want to use firearms for such legitimate purposes 
as hunting and target practice, 

This strange attitude is not shared by the so¬ 
licitor general. Warren Allmand has long been a 
proponent of legislation that would provide for 
identification of the purchaser of firearms, a cen¬ 
tral registry for all weapons, and the banning of 
possession of th£m by anyone with a criminal 
record or a history of mental illness or drug addi¬ 
tion. He introduced a private bill along this line last 
year before he was taken into the cabinet. But he is 
up against a minister who has made it clear that 
the red tape involved in such a measure has blind¬ 
folded him to any good that It might do. 

Whether the solicitor general can open the jus¬ 
tice minister’s eyes remains to be seen. It is unlikely 
there will be even a squint, though, with the shal¬ 
low thinking Mr. Lang displayed in attacking the 
Leggatt bill. He is reported in Hansard as saying of 
the NDP move: 

"It is, of course, quite typical of the party 
which the honorable member represents — I see it 
in the province of British Columbia and in the 
province of Saskatchewan — to introduce laws 
which ban everything and then by permit or spe¬ 
cial dispensation to someone whom they like we get 
back a little bit of what has been banned. 

“This kind of rule by decree, by some kind of 
divine ordinance of some expert, imposed upon the 
people by an NDP government is seen in B.C. in 
regard to land, in regard to every new venture .. 

What, for goodness sake, has the poorly writ¬ 
ten B.C. Land Commission Bill got to do with regis¬ 
tration of death-dealing implements? 


Unemployment Racketeers 


IT MUST BE DISCONCERTING for Liberal mem- 
l Iters of Parliament who called the unemploy¬ 
ment insurance system in Canada “the most ad¬ 
vanced of any in the world,’ 1 to discover it is so 
flagrantly abused. And it is discouraging and 
distressing to any and all legislators to find that 
there are so many Canadians who will take advan¬ 
tage of loopholes to defraud the government and 
their fellow citizens by making unjustifiable claims 
on the unemployment insurance fund. No wonder it 
ran more than a billion dollars into the red before 
panic touched the administration and somebody 
slammed the door. 

Last September, while Bryce Mackasey was 
still the minister responsible, and fiercely defend¬ 
ing the unemployment insurance commission and 
Ihe legislation which created it, Guy Cousineau, the 
commission chairman, acted to check the scandal¬ 
ous total of fraudulent claims against the fund. By 
mid-November more than 300 investigators were 
sorting out the mess. 

Something of the enormity of this racketeer¬ 
ing by the unscrupulous can be gauged by reports 
from Ottawa earlier this week which disclosed that 
of the 62,879 unemployment benefit claims inves¬ 
tigated in the first nine weeks of this year no fewer 


than 10,846 were found to be unjustified, to use an 
euphemism. 

In fact for the most part they were outright 
frauds. As a consequence of these findings peo¬ 
ple seeking unemployment benefits are almost cer¬ 
tain to encounter suspicion among officials. This 
would be a pity because where the claims are valid 
there should be no cause for embarrassment and 
certainly no excuse for humiliation. 

Manpower Minister Robert Andras has moved 
quickly, and commendably, to prevent any such 
tendency. He believes the great majority of claims 
are perfectly in order. He has therefore instructed 
that the officers of the commission use tact and 
courtesy ip processing the applications that come 
before them. 

But what about the fraudulent cases? What 
about the people who gave a post office box 
address which was subsequently found to be the 
posh Banff Springs Hotel?

You are reading the First 
Article of the Quebec Consti¬ 
tution, or rather a partial ini¬ 
tial draft of what the Quebec 
constitution may be. should 
the province secede from Can¬ 
ada in the next few years. 

Perhaps you thought, or 
even hoped, that if you didn’t 
pay any attention. Quebec 
separation would simply go 
away. 

Well, as was demonstrated 
only recently, it’s still around 
with leader Rene Levesque 
having engineered what he 
boosted was a “truly trium¬ 
phant" separatist "congress,” 
is he termed it. in Montreal 
where his Parti Qucbecois 
drafted a new blueprint for in- 
dojiendence. 

Glowingly, Rone Levesque 
described it ns both economi¬ 
cally "sensible" and political¬ 
ly "saleable. 

His Parti Quebccois expects

And there is the flag of Que¬ 
bec, the blue and white Fleur- 
de-Lis. 


But not a Maple Leaf in 
sight from cover to cover. 

"Long long ago,” recounts 
the book, bold couriers des 
bois. Raddison and des Gro- 
seillers explored almost the 
entire country. 

"The national sport is hock¬ 
ey and your little Quebec 
friends will show you how to 
play.” 

Other passages in the book 
refer to Quebec having its 
own far north and mentions 
that "foreigners by the mil¬ 
lion” discovered Quebec dur¬ 
ing Expo '67. 


In the last two years 25,000 
of these books have been 
printed with 15,000 given out 
in Paris, Beirut, Rome and 
Athens to families immigrat¬ 
ing to this "new country” of 
Quebec. 

Not only is the book handed 
out when these families leave 
for Quebec but is used as a 
text in classes held for im¬ 
migrants after their arrival. 

Misleading? 

Not at all, insists Jean 
Desraspes, the Quebec gov¬ 
ernment official who directed 
publication of the book. 

Referring to Quebec as 
"your new country,” he in¬ 
sists. means only that the 
province Is "a region” of Can¬ 
ada.

It presents a prob¬ 
lem which has perturbed me 
and some of my friends in the 
B.C. Historical Association for 
many years, and 1 hope it 
may help as well as stimulate 
us to do something about it. 

It also manages to compact 
into a little space some of the 
major facts of the history of 
Yale. In fact I cannot recall 
seeing elsewhere so cogent a 
case for honoring Yale as 
the first organized municijial- 
ity in British Columbia, which 
means, indeed, in all Western 
Canada. 

Because of its excellence it 
seems to me the more unfor¬ 
tunate that it contains one 
small error of fact, but one 
that should be corrected. It 
says, "... the council served 
him (Douglas) well under the 
chairmanship of 


Fifer. with Jason Allard of the 
company. Hugh McRoberts 
and William Power . . . The 
fifth member is thought to 
have been “Judge Saunders". 
Jason Allard was bom at Fort 
Langley in 1848 so would have 
been 12 in 1860. His father. 
Ovid Allard, was in charge of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company's 
l>ost at Yale during the first 
few years of the gold rush, 
and it would have suited 
Douglas’ autocratic and com¬ 
pany-oriented ideas to have 
appointed him to the council. 

Just how much that council 
was "'responsible for the ex¬ 
ploration of the route which 
the famous Cariboo Road was 
to follow” is a moot question. 
The Royal Engineers have 
alway been given the credit.

China Resumes Global Diplomacy 


With the Vietnam problem 
essentially out of the way, 
China is planning to resume 
its diplomatic offensive 
around the globe. 

Chinese Foreign Minister 
^Chi Peng-fei is rescheduling a 
series of visits, postponed by 
the Paris conference, that will 
take him to a number of coun¬ 
tries of Western and Eastern 
Europe as well as North Afri¬ 
ca. 

The trip, the dates of which 
are not yet fixed, will be the 
first such high-level diplomat¬ 
ic swing since the cultural 
revolution. 

★ ★ ★ 

Political observers are 
especially intrigued by the 
heightened Chinese activity in 
Europe, where China is clear¬ 
ly tiying to undercut Soviet 
influence. Now that Peking 
has established diplomatic 
ties with Spain—something 
the Russians have not yet done 
•—it has relations with all the

countries of Europe except 
Portugal. 

Significantly for Washing¬ 
ton, the Chinese are coming 
out as firm partisans of West 
European political unity and, 
much to the consternation of 
the Russians, even going 
about in private quietly boost¬ 
ing the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) and Eu¬ 
ropean security. 

This represents a decided 
shift, say United States of¬ 
ficials, for in the past the Chi¬ 
nese concern has been that 
American involvement in 
Europe would curb the 
move toward the unity of 
Western Europe, which is 
viewed as a counterbalance to 
the Soviet bloc. 

Increasingly supicious of 
the Russians, however, Pek¬ 


ing appears to have changed 
its mind about NATO and 
there now is little talk in the 
Chinese press al>out getting 
the United States out of 
Europe. 

* ★ ★ 

These days the line of Chi¬ 
nese diplomats is to oppose 
the planned conference of Eu- 
ro|)can security and co-opera¬ 
tion, which the Russians have 
been vigorously pushing, as 
well as the talks on European 
troop reductions. These are 
regarded as a Soviet effort to 
become the strongest force on 
the European continent and to 
weaken West European cohe¬ 
siveness. 

As diplomatic observers 
view it, Peking would like the 
Russians to be preoccupied in 
Europe so they will not be ac¬ 


tive on the Sino-Soviet border. 
The Russians, for their part, 
want to stabilize die post—the 
Second World War—status quo 
in Europe so that they will not 
be exposed to possible trouble 
on two flanks and can turn 
their attention to the East. 

Presumably Chi will discuss 
these among other questions 
w hen he touches down in Lon¬ 
don, Paris, Belgrade and 
other European capitals. An¬ 
other occasion to strengthen 
Sino-European ties will 
present itself when President 
Pompidou of France visits 
Peking in September.

Meanwhile, the Chinese are 
expected to step up their dip¬ 
lomatic attention to other 
areas of the world as well. 

'Hie president of Mexico, 
Luis Echeverria, for instance, 
will visit Peking next month. 
In Latin America generally

Australians Plagued by Extremes 

Deadly Floods End Drought 


In Tibooburra, jiearly 1,000 
miles north west of Sydney, it 
is so hot in summer that hos¬ 
pital X-ray films become 
fogged in the heat and have to 
be stored in the cellar of the 
town's only pub. 

At Balranald, in the far 
west of New South Wales, the 
average domestic refrigerator 
cannot cope with a full load, 
and people have been known 
to seek permission to store 
food in the refrigerated mor¬ 
tuary at the local hospital. 

Heat is not the only afflic¬ 
tion. There are disastrous 
droughts that have averaged 
about one every five years for 
the past 100 years. 

★ ★ ★ 

Hundreds of thousands of 
head of livestock die for want 
of feed and water. Farmers 
spend the savings of good 
years hand-feeding with ex¬ 
pensive hay bought from 
more fortunate areas, only to 
sec their stock still die if the 
rains come too late. 

Or they drive or rail them 
hundreds of miles to agist¬ 
ment, or sell them cheap 
rather than see them die.

Various parts of Australia, 
especially Queensland and 
parts of New South Wales, had 
been strangled by drought for 
several years until this sum¬ 
mer. 

In 1971, the sheep popula¬ 
tion fell by nearly three mil¬ 
lion or nearly two per cent. 
Not all of them died. Farmers 
reach a stage when they sim¬ 
ply sell sheep or cattle for 
meat, regardless of their con¬ 
dition. Old, weak and half- 
starved cows and bullocks are 
sold to the canned meat in¬ 
dustry. 

★ ★ * 

When the drought ends the 
farmer has to have enough 
money to restock, or to build 
up his herd by breeding, if he 
has been lucky enough to save 
some breeders. 

Restocking is not the only 
problem following a drought. 
Frequently the drought 
breaks with such a bang that 


there are floods, with rivers 
that have been only a mark 
on the map becoming torrents 
that break their banks and 
inundate the surrounding 
country. 

These last few months in 
Australia have been a power¬ 
ful reminder of these ex¬ 
tremes. 

There has been a prolonged 
drought, right down the east 
coast and the south east, even 
across Bass Straits into Tas¬ 
mania, which is usually so 
green Europeans liken it to 
England. 

Farmers were hand-feeding, 
carting water, trucking their 
livestock away. Water was ra¬ 
tioned in the city of Mel¬ 
bourne. 

★ ★ ★ 

Now' that has all ended. Cat¬ 
tle that survived the drought 
have been drowned as creeks 
and river burst their banks. 

Cooper’s Creek in western 


Queensland was 50 miles wide 
at the height of the flood and 
people flying over Central 
Australia could see one of the 
rare sights in that country — 
Lake Eyre full to the brim. 
Usually it is a flat dry plain, 
used at times for racing car 
speed tests. 

The Diamantina. the War- 
rego and the Thomson have 
all been pouring their flood 
waters towards the Red 
Centre. Motorists in Queens¬ 
land have had to walk up to 
two miles through chest high 
flood waters to safety. 

The Bulloo, seven miles 
wide, isolated the town of 
Quiipie. No train could get 
through for 12 days. 

★ ★ 

It’s all part of life for 
Queenslanders, where, in 
parts, they rely on floods for 
their moisture although floods 
only come on the average 
once in five years. It is no un¬ 
common thing for young 
Queenslanders in the Outback 
to live till they are five years 
old without ever seeing or 
feeling rain.

At the 
moment the two have diplo¬ 
matic relations but no ambas¬ 
sadors in each other’s capi¬ 
tals.

Where Soviet-supported 
Bangladesh is concerned, 
Peking has made clear that 
its opposition to membership 
for Dacca in the United Na¬ 
tions is not on grounds of 
principle or out of objection to 
President Mujibur Rahman 
but is based on die UN securi¬ 
ty oouncil resolution calling for 
return of the Pakistani prison¬ 
ers of w'ar now held in India. 

Moving farther eastward, 
diplomatic movement also is 
anticipated in Thailand, 
where the Bangkok govern¬ 
ment wrestles with a Chinese- 
backed communist insur¬ 
gency.

Real Crimes on TV as Police Wait for Clues 

_ — ----—- 

Public Plays Detective 


Every fifth Friday some 30 
million West Germans play 
amateur detective with real 
crimes on TV. 

The West Germans, plus 
another three million Aust¬ 
rians and Swiss, get their 
chance to help catch criminals 
through a highly unusual Ger¬ 
man-language television pro¬ 
gram called Case XY Un¬ 
solved. 

The hour-long telecast from 
a studio here may l>e the 
world's most successful aud¬ 
ience-participation show. 

During each program, pro¬ 
fessional actors reconstruct on 
film seven or so unsolved 
"^‘important” crimes. After 
each fUm episode is Bhown, 
director Eduard Zimmermann 
discusses the case with the 
responsible police officials 
and seeks help from the mas 
sivc audience through specific 
questions. The viewers phone 
in replies or other leads to 
switchboards manned by law¬ 
men. 

★ ★ ★ 

Often suspects are picked up 
before the hour concludes or 
in time for a brief follow-up 
program about two hours later 
in which the police report on 
their response to audience 
tips. 

That was the case last 
month when the program 
showed a pioturo of a man 
suspected of helping rob a 
bank In the Cologne area.

Since he was believed to have 
fled in his Mercedes 280, the 
licence-plate number also was 
given. 

Almost immediately a view¬ 
er in Leichtenstein telephoned 
to report that the car was 
parked in a lot there.

That same television dragnet 
located a man suspected of 
murdering and robbing his 
housekeeper. Again the police 
had a photo and a good des¬ 
cription.

Freiburg police began a 
search. They nabbed their 
man in a small snack bar.

In its first 52 programs over 
the past five years, the series 
has helped solve 169 of the 
363 cases presented. And 178 


lawbreakers have been arrest¬ 
ed. 

That is better than 50 per 
cent success. 

The televised manhunts are 
believed to have shaken up the 
underworld. In a few cases, 
suspects have even turned 
themselves in out of despair 
after seeing their faces televi¬ 
sed throughout German-speak¬ 
ing central Europe. 

Other wanted criminals have 
refused to stay in boarding¬ 
houses with television sets 
for fear the program might 
take up their case. 

★ ★ ★ 

In the course of one pro¬ 
gram, the news arrived that 
the suspect was living under 
an alias iti Stuttgart. Police 
went there immediately to 
find the apartment door open 
and the television set switched 
on. The wanted man had obvi¬ 
ously seen his own picture on 
the glowing screen and de¬ 
camped at once. 
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That same night he was 
picked up some 120 miles 
away in Frankfurt. 

Some 70 to 80 per cent of 
television sets in West Ger¬ 
many switch to “Case XY.” 
practically obliterating the 
competitive programs on two 
other channels. About the 
same percentage in Switzer-, 
land and Austria watch the 
show. On each program, cases 
from these countries are pre¬ 
sented through live -hookups 
with TV studios in Zurich 
and Vienna. 

With considerable satisfac¬ 
tion, the director notes that 
the audience has been consist¬ 
ently that large from the start. 

★ ★ ★ 

Zimmermann sees two 
prime goals for the program. 

First, it is entertainment. 
From the cases offered by 
the police in Austria, Switzer¬ 
land, or West Germany, the 
editor selects those offering 
some drama and human 
interest. 

As important, the police 
must have specific questions 
or leads that the audience 
can possibly help with. 

It' second major aim, ac¬ 
cording to Zimmermann, is 
to improve relations between 
the police and the public. It 
helps persuade viewers that 
the police are working for 
them, not against them.

Japanese Buyers Boost Prices 


SUBURBAN 


Mors reason* for the rapid 
ri*e in the mat of lumber are 
being brought forth. On Fri¬ 
day a spokesman for the Van¬ 
couver Island Building Supply 
Dealers explained why doors 
have shot up in price about 40 
per cent over the past four 
months. 

The dealers state, as other* 
before them have in the 
lumber manufacturing part of 
forestry, that unprecedented 
demand in the Japanese hous¬ 
ing market has created an ur¬ 
gent demand. Premier Tana¬ 
ka, one lumber source said, 
has committed the Japanese 
builders to providing 2 million 
new homes this year. 

The Japanese urgency has 
triggered up a frenzied round 
of buying up I^auan logs as 
well as manufactured ply¬ 
woods from all available 
sources in the Orient, said the 
building supply dealers. 

The willingness of Japanese 
buyers to pay any price for 
the I^auan log (a poor relative 
of the more sophisticated ma¬ 
hoganies), in competition with

Pantomime could be called the 
art of aeting without words. Through 
this medium every action, every re¬ 
action, every emotion can be con¬ 
veyed to an audience. 


At - the University of Victoria 
students in the theatre department 
are being taught a specialized form 
of mime by Kaz Piesowocki, who re¬ 
ceived his training with the Polish 
Mime Theatre. 


In his classes Kaz is less concern¬ 
ed with the pure mechanics of panto¬ 
mime as harts with teaching his stu¬ 
dents to convey character, to clarify 
an emotion, to react to situations by 
facial expressions, yes, but equally in 
the way they use their bodies. 


“This is a common situation — 
but here it must be done without 
speech. 


“Similarily, a man may open a 
door and walk through it. The act in 


itself is less important than the mean¬ 
ing that can be put into it. Is he walk¬ 
ing in to meet a loved one? An en¬ 
emy? In search of something? In 
fear? 


“This is what I want shown in 
mime. 


“A woman walks down the street 
and encounters an acquaintance. 
Without words, she lets the viewer 
know exactly what she thinks of that 
acquaintance. Her silent reaction 
makes it clear." 


"Take any three people, for ex¬ 
ample,” he says, “and place them to¬ 
gether. Two of them will always be 
dominant in whatever is going on. It’s 
up to the third, the odd one out, to 
disrupt that twosome and make him¬ 
self (or herself) a part of the new 
dominant pair. 


Since he is in the theatre depart¬ 
ment, Kaz is teaching his classes to 
act without dialogue.

The most popular feature of 
the morning was, without a 
doubt, percussionist John 
Smith playing an energy-sap- 
ping piece called The Worried 
Drummer, by Schreiner.

Victoria Trying 
Selective Path

A scheme to regulate more 
closely development in Vic¬ 
toria’s central business dis¬ 
trict Is being worked out be¬ 
hind closed doors by Victoria 
aldermen and city hall staff. 

Although downtown proper¬ 
ty owners and merchants will 
be affected most by the out¬ 
come of the current secret 
sessions, their opinion on 
what should be done in tht 
city core is not being solicit¬ 
ed. 

The aim of the meetings is 
to formulate policies leading 
to zoning amendments which 
would encourage specific dev¬ 
elopment for certain areas, 
rather than allowing all types 
of development everywhere. 

Here are two of the things 
council is shooting for: 

• Stimulation of develop¬ 
ment in the area east of Blan- 
shard. 

• Restriction of develop¬ 
ment west of Douglas, except 
proposals which are in keep¬ 
ing with the area’s character. 

’ According to Aid. Mike 
Young, chairman of council’s 
zoning committee, Victoria 
hopes to achieve these alms 
without imposing any con¬ 
troversial zoning restrictions. 

The method likely to be 
used in regulating develop¬ 
ment, Young said Saturday, 
will be an Incentive system. 

Developers wanting to build 
west of Douglas, particularly 
in the area referred to as Old 
Town, would be subject to 
more severe density restric¬ 
tions than those proposing to 


build east of Blanshard, he 
said. 

By offering varying degrees 
of property utilization, Young 
added, the city hopes to en¬ 
courage developers to build in 
areas which aren’t developed 
to their potential. 

If, on the other hand, a de¬ 
veloper wants to build in the 
Old Town area, he would have 
to build a structure that con¬ 
forms with the area’s general 
character. 

One of the results of amend¬ 
ments to the zoning bylaw, 
expected to be before council 
within 60 days, would possibly 
be changes in existing height 
restrictions on buildings In the 
city core. 

Young said the new propos¬ 
als would take a “more so¬ 
phisticated approach” to 
downtown zoning. In .some 
cases they would replace “the 
rather crude limits we im¬ 
posed last year.” 

In certain instances, he said 
the height ceiling might be 
raised, while in others it 
might even be lowered, de¬ 
pending on where the city 
wants to encourage develop¬ 
ment. 

After city council has com¬ 
pleted its assessment of the 
proposals during the “infor¬ 
mal meetings” behind closed 
doors, Victoria Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission will deal 
with them. 

After that, they will emerge 
in open council and before 
they become law, property 
owners and others can give 
their opinion at a public hear¬ 
ing. V 


There Is, * however, no 
washroom in the part of the 
house the nuns occupy. At one 
point the security guard re¬ 
fused to let a sister past to go 
to the washroom, and they 
have been denied the use of 
the telephone. 

Nor are the nuns allowed to 
go to the bedrooms. 

Their only alternative is to 
leave the house by the back 
door, but their objective is to 
establish their right to live in 
the building. 

“You might say.” said 
McNamara, "That it’s some 
kind of domestic altercation. 

"The upstairs people are 
trying to oust the downstairs 
people, and they have hired 
some of these professional se¬ 
curity people to help them.” 

It is. he said, all totally out 
of keeping with what you 
would expect from a religious 
order that lays claim to 
“charity, peace and all these 
things.” 

The whole thing blew up 
Thursday, after years of dis¬ 
sension among the Benedic¬ 
tine nuns at the priory, which 
has included a law suit 
challenging the legality of the 
election of Sister Leonette 
Hoesing as mother superior of 
the Society for the Love of 
Jesus. 

Tha't matter is still before 
the courts 

The sisters involved are 
Sister Mary Agnes Eaton, 
Sister Mary Josephine Dono¬ 
van and Sister Mary Ford 
who have lived at the priory 
for 25 to 30 years. 

They said that they had 
gone to church Thursday 
morning and on their return 
baa a informed that the priory 
is no longer a religious house, 
and that their tilings would be 
packed and delivered wherev¬ 
er they wanted. 

There was a security guard 
at the front door so they went 
in through an open window 
and the back door. t 

A security guard had later 
suggested they go to the 
kitchen for coffee and then 
locked them in the kitchen. 

McNamara said hf was 
phoned Saturday morning by 
McMillan and w r ent out to the 
kitchen. He kicked open the 
kitchen door leading to the 
rest of the house. 

However he was then faced 
by a security guard and 
“there’s not much you could 
do apart from trying to 
punch out the guard.” so Uie 
sisters remained in the kitch¬ 
en. 

There are padlocks on the 
outside of doors around the 
Priory, and Sister Leonetta 
could not be reached to get 
her side of the story. Her law¬ 
yer, Gerry Sullivan, was re¬ 
ported to he with her and still 
unavailable late Saturday 
night. 

McMillan said the nuns had 
been offered “320, the address 
of a motel and their walking 
papers." 

He suggested that they are 
being given fewer rights than 
tenants in a house, where a 
landlord has to get a court 
order if he wants to evict 
them.

He said Sister Leonetta had 
bought a 342,000 house across 
the road from the priory, and 
had moved there with her 
“three favorite nuns,” while 
the disidents wanted to re¬ 
main in the home they had 
had for the past 30 years. 

"There has been trouble in 
the past, but as far as my 


people are concerned that 
trouble should now be over. 
They want to stay in the 
priory, and this is what they 
are doing. They should have 
the right to use the entire 
house.” 

And while the three main¬ 
tained possession of the down¬ 
stairs kitchen, upstairs securi¬ 
ty guards made sure they re¬ 


mained there incommunicado 
if possible. 

When reporters tried to talk 
to the nuns, a burly security 
guard threatened "physical 
restraint” for any who dared 
step over an unmarked bound¬ 
ary line. 

He even went as far as to 
charge down o v e r a rocky 
lawn and leap into the path of 


a reporter’s car in the drive¬ 
way to the back of the house. 

He uttered a sturdy “no 
comment” in response to all 
questions, and would only 
point wordlessly back up the 
hill to indicate that the car 
should return whence it came. 

He ended up having to push 
the car which skidded on the 
dirt slope. 


His only break from silence 
was to tell a photographer he 
would break the camera if 
pictures were taken. 

This man turned out to be 
Barry Lehna, of Western 
Home Guard Ltd. He had at 
least one uniformed man with 
him, and another arrived later 
by motorcycle.

The music was fine and she 
got warm applause from the 
150 youngsters and mothers in 
the Royal Theatre attending a 
rehearsal of the orchestra. 

Joy. 2511 Sinclair, was 
picked from the audience by 
conductor Laszlo Gati, who 
obviously believes that clas¬ 
sical music can be kid's stuff. 

While she conducted, dozens 
of other youngsters in the 
threatre waved their arms up 
and down and momentarily 
forgot all about their usual 
Saturday morning TV cartoon 
shows. 

Like David Kayal, 3V6, only 
knee-high to a piano stool but 
already an ardent listener. 
Even though he couldn't begin 
to pronounce Kabalevsky, 
David was entranced by the 
tambourines and drums. 

During a Kabalevsky over-

Ian, who tinkers on drums 
and guitars with the rhythm 
band of his kindergarten 
class, wasn’t one to take this 
rfew experience sitting down. 
He was on his feet, emulating 
Gati. 

"With a little help from me, 
he makes all the move¬ 
ments,” said his proud 
mother. “If he's interested, 
I'd like him to play in an 
orchestra some day. 

“This is really good for chil¬ 
dren, because they don’t have 
any musical prejudices yet.” 

The most popular feature of 
the morning was, without a 
doubt, percussionist John 
Smith playing an energy-sap¬ 
ping piece called The Worried 
Drummer, by Schreiner. 

Surrounded by his own mini¬ 
orchestra that included the 
tympani. bass drum, kettle¬ 
drum, xylophone, glocken¬ 
spiel, cymbals, wooden slats 
and sleigh bells.

By Saturday night the nuns 
were still holed up in the kitch¬ 
en of the priory in an action 
the priest, Rev. John McNa¬ 
mara, termed “a kind of Vic¬ 
torian Wounded Knee." 

And they had the verbal as¬ 
sistance of a lawyer named 
McMillan, with a Sullivan 
looking out for the other side. 

The three nuns were report¬ 
ed- to have food for three 
weeks, and to be “firm in 
their resolve” to stay where 
they were.

Victoria Trying 
Selective Path

A scheme to regulate more 
closely development in Vic¬ 
toria’s central business dis¬ 
trict is being worked out be¬ 
hind closed doors by Victoria 
aldermen and city hall staff. 

Although downtown proper¬ 
ty owners and merchants will 
be affected most by the out¬ 
come of the current secret 
Sessions, their opinion on 
what should be done in the 
city core is not being solicit¬ 
ed. 

The aim of the meetings is 
to formulate policies leading 
to zoning amendments which 
would encourage specific dev¬ 
elopment for certain aredfc, 
rather than f llowing all types 
of development everywhere. 

Here are two of the things 
council is shooting for: 

• Stimulation of develop¬ 
ment in the area east of Blan- 
shard. 

• Restriction of develop¬ 
ment west of Douglas, except 
proposals which are in keep¬ 
ing with the area’s character. 

' According to Aid. Mike 
Voting, chairman of council’s 
zoning committee, Victoria 
hopes to achieve these aims 
without imposing any con¬ 
troversial zoning restrictions. 

The method likely to be 
used in regulating develop¬ 
ment, Young said Saturday, 
will be an Incentive system. 

Developers wanting to build 
west of Douglas, particularly 
in the area referred to as Old 
Tuwn, would be subject to 
more severe density restric¬ 
tions than those proposing to 


build cast of Blanshard, he 
said. 

By offering varying degrees 
of property utilization, Young 
added, the city hopes to en¬ 
courage developers to build in 
areas which aren't developed 
to their potential. 

If, on the other hand, a de¬ 
veloper wants to build in the 
Old Town area, he would have 
to build a structure that con¬ 
forms with the area's general 
character. 

One of the results of amend¬ 
ments to the zoning bylaw, 
expected to be before council 
within 60 days, would possibly 
be changes in existing height 
restrictions on buildings in the 
city core. 

Young said the new propos¬ 
als would take a "more so¬ 
phisticated approach” to 
downtown zoning. In some 
cases they would replace "the 
rather crude limits we im¬ 
posed last year.” 

In certain Instances, he said 
the height ceiling might be 
raised, while in others it 
might even be lowered, de¬ 
pending on where the city 
wants to encourage develop¬ 
ment. 

After city council has com¬ 
pleted its assessment of the 
proposals during the "infor¬ 
mal meetings” behind closed 
doors, Victoria Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission will deal 
with them. 

After that, they will emerge 
in open council and before 
they become law, property 
owners and others tan give 
their opinion at a public hear¬ 
ing. 


There is, i however, no 
washroom in the part of the 
house the nuns occupy. At one 
point the security guard re¬ 
fused to let a sister past to go 
to the washroom, and they 
have been denied the use of 
the telephone.

“The upstairs people are 
trying to oust the downstairs 
people, and they have hired 
some of these professional se¬ 
curity people to help them.” 

It is, he said, all totally out 
of keeping with what you 
would expect from a religious 
order that lays claim to 
“charity, peace and all these 
things.” 

The whole thing blew up 
Thursday, after years of dis¬ 
sension among the Benedic¬ 
tine nuns at the priory, which 
has included a law suit 
challenging the legality of the 
election of Sister Leonette 
Hoesing as mother superior of 
the Society for the Love of 
Jesus. 

That matter is still before 
the courts 

The sisters involved are 
Sister Mary Agnes Eaton, 
Sister Mary Josephine Dono¬ 
van and Sister Mary Ford 
who have lived at the priory 
for 25 to 30 years. 

They said that they had 
gone to church Thursday 
morning and on their return 
been informed that the priory 
is no longer a religious house, 
and that their things would be 
packed and delivered wherev¬ 
er they wanted. 

There was a security guard 
at the front door so they went 
in through an open window 
and the back door. f 

A security guard had later 
suggested they go to the 
kitchen for coffee and then 
locked them in the kitchen. 

McNamara said he was 
phoned Saturday morning by 
McMillan and went out to the 
kitchen.

Her law¬ 
yer, Gerry Sullivan, was re¬ 
ported to be with her and still 
unavailable late Saturday 
night. 

McMillan said the nuns had 
been offered ’’$20, the address 
of a motel and their walking 
papers." 

He suggested that they are 
being given fewer rights than 
tenants in a house, where a 
landlord 1ms to get a court 
order if lie wants to evict 
them.

trouble should now be over. 
They want to stay in the 
priory, and this is what they 
are doing. They should have 
the right to use the entire 
house.” 

And while the three main¬ 
tained possession of the down¬ 
stairs kitchen, upstairs securi¬ 
ty guards made sure they re¬ 


mained there incommunicado 
if possible. 

When reporters tried to talk 
to the nuns, a burly security 
guard threatened "physical 
restraint" for any who dared 
step over an unmarked bound¬ 
ary line. 

He even went as far as to 
charge down o v e r a rocky 
lawn and leap into the path of 


a reporter’s car in the drive¬ 
way to the back of the house. 

He uttered a sturdy “no 
comment” in response to all 
questions, and would only 
point wordlessly back up the 
hill to indicate that the car 
should return whence it came. 

He ended up having to push 
the car which skidded on the 
dirt slope. 


His only break from silence 
was to tell a photographer he 
would break the camera if 
pictures were taken. 

This man turned out to be 
Barry Lehna, of Western 
Home Guard Ltd. He had at 
least one uniformed man with 
him, and another arrived later 
by motorcycle.

Colbert Tames High Winds 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) 
Jim Colbert, who holed a 
long sand shot for an eagle 
three, fought strong winds 
for a hard-earned 71 and as¬ 
sumed a two-stroke lead Sat¬ 
urday after the third round of 
the $130,000 Greater Jackson¬ 
ville Open golf tournament. 

Colber, who had started 
the wind-whipped day in a tie 
with Lou Graham, had «’ 
three-round total of 206, 10- 
under-par on the 7088-yard 
Deerwood Club course. 

The veteran Graham 
slipped to a 73 and was tied at 
208 with Jim Wiechers and 
Dan Sikes. 

Sikes, a 42-year-old veteran 
playing in his home town, and 
Wiechers shared the day’s 
best round, two-under-par 70s. 
with Bruce Cramp ton and 
Tony Jackiin. 

“Anybody who broke 75 
today did just what I did — 
scramble and get it up and 
down a lot,” said Colbert. 

Jack Nickiaus, favored to 
take the $26,000 first prize, 
didn’t do it. His 75 was his 
poorest round of the year and 
at 217, he was 11 strokes off 
the leading pace. 

Johnny Miller was just one 
back of the Wiechers, Sikes 
and Graham trio. He had a 
71. Homero Blancas was next 
with a 74-210. 

Crampton, already the win¬ 
ner of two tournaments tilts 


seamn, moved into contention 
again at 211. 

Jackiin, who learned the 
same on England’s • wind¬ 
swept links, found himself 
right at home in the gale- 
force blasts that hit 35 to 40 
miles per hour in gusts. 

His 70 — the best round he’s 
had in defense of the title he 
won last year and in 1968 -4- 
also gave him a 211. 

Colbert, a balding 32-year- 
old veteran who has won only 
once in eight years on the 
tour, made his round with the 
eagle on the 493-yard fourth 
hole—then fought the wind the 
rest of the way. 

He put his second shot in a 
sand trap to the left and in 
front of the green—the same 


j>ne from which he made bir¬ 
die with an explosion shot on 
Friday. But the pin was back 
Saturday and the distance 
was about 30 yards. He used a 
pitching wedge—and holed it. 

The wind blew his tee shot 
into the trees and he made 
bogey on the eighth hole. He 
had to scramble to save par 
on three others—once when 
the wind shifted and he hit an 
eight-iron shot, 205 yards—and 
bogeyed the 15th from the 
woods. 

He got back to sub-par fig¬ 
ures for the day when he 
chipped to eight feet and 
made the putt on the 16th. 

Ben Kern of Toronto, the 
only Canadian surviving the 
cut, had a 76 for 219.

MIAMI (UPI) — A long, 
private stroll on a * warm 
beach has almost lietyme a 
thing of the past in (Florida 
due to the state's phenomenal 
population growth in recent 
years. 

Florida has a tidal shoreline 
but few stretches of un¬ 
developed beach remained un¬ 
sold. More than 70 per cent of 
Florida’s nearly seven million 
residents live on or close to a 
beach. 

If there is a new-rich mil- 
lionnaire yearning for his own 
beach in sunny Florida, he’d 
better get his money down 
fast — and bags full. 

Little Left 

"The rule of thumb for 
beach frontage in rural areas 
is $1,000 per front foot," said 
Don Duden chief of planning 
and grants for the state divi¬ 
sion of outdooor recreation 
and parks in Tallahassee. 

Duden described prices for 
beach frontage in urban areas 
as "fantastic.” One short plot 
in Miami, he recalled, sold 
recently for $800,000 an acre. 
It wasn’t even on the ocean. 

Authorities in the state capi¬ 
tal, like Duden. have just 
compiled detailed maps and 
statistics that show Florida 
doesn't have as much beach 
as most people think. Even 
the statistics fail to show how 
little is left to develop or to 
preserve for public use. 

Sand Strips 

About 400 miles of Florida 
face the Atlantic, and 800 miles 
the Gulf of Mexico. But vast 
expanses contain no beaches 
at all, just rocks or mangrove 
swamps. For example, the 
Florida Keys measure 150 
miles along the Atlantic side 
and about 110 miles along the 
Gulf and Florida Bay side.

Threat 

Outlined 


GUELPH, Ont. (CP) - Dr. 
Gilbert Picard, a French ar¬ 
cheologist long interested in 
restoring what is left of the 
ancient city of Carthage, says 
"urbanization" of Tunis is the 
biggest threat to the work. 

"Some experts think that by 
removing layers of earth they 
will uncover the ruins of 
Carthage," Picard said in an 
interview. 

"They are mistaken: there 
are only some points left in¬ 
tact, including a sanctuary 
where they sacrificed babies 
and animals to their gods." 

Carthage was destroyed by 
the Romans in the third and 
final Punic War in 146 BC, 
leaving the Roman Empire 
supreme in the Mediterra¬ 
nean. 

Situated on the Bay of 
Tunis, the city is becoming 
engulfed in the rapid expan¬ 
sion of Tunis, a metropolis of 
about a million persons, Pi¬ 
card said. But he hopes ex¬ 
cavation may eventually un¬ 
ravel the mystery of Carth¬ 
age’s founding. 

Picard, accompanied by his 
archeologist wife, was here 
for a series of lectures at Uni¬ 
versity of Guelph. 

He estimated that only 
about 7,000 of the 60,000 urns 
containing the babies’ ashes 
in Carthage have b£en un¬ 
covered.

And they torpedoed an 
equally-expensive develop¬ 
ment of a jetport near the big 
cypress swamp area of the 
Everglades. 

The report, directed by the 
legislature, of the little- 
publicized state coastal co-or¬ 
dinating council, just re¬ 
leased. will furnish the facts 
and figures to restrict devel¬ 
opment cf the coastlines.

More than 107,000 tourists 
visited Haiti last year up 
by 20,000 over the previous 
year, according to statistics 
issued by the tourism depart¬ 
ment. 

•Quickie” divorces, free- 
port shopping, sandy white 
toaches and bargain paint¬ 
ings hy Haiti’s numerous ar¬ 
tists are among the attrac¬ 
tions. 

The hotels range from the 
old Hotel Oloflson to the luxu¬ 
ry El Rancho Hotel with its 
marble baths and electrically- 
o|>erated drajies. 


Another popular hotel, the 
Sans Souci, is an old French 
plantation house with air con¬ 
ditioning and a pool in a lush 
setting of giant trees and tro¬ 
pical vegetation. 

"We do not want 300-room 
skyscraper hotels.” says 
tourism director-general 
Andre Theard. 

"We want to preserve the 
quaint atmosphere of Haiti.

The sights and sounds of 
Haiti are exciting.

The pet owners complained 
to Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald who ruled the 
bonds were a form of security 
deposit and therefore illegal. 

But on Feb. 28 all residents 
received a note from the 
owners telling them that ‘due 
to the indifferent attitude of 
many - of our tenants to the 


matter of their animal pets” 
the keeping of such pets on 
the property would be prohi¬ 
bited. Residents were given 60 
days to obey. 

Complaints to the com¬ 
pany’s head office drew the 
concession that those pet 
owners with children could re¬ 
main until the end of the 
school year. 

At the same time the pet 
owners wrote to Hugh Curtis, 


Conservative MLA for Saan- 
ich and the Islands and Oak 
Bay Conservative MLA Scott 
Wallace. Macdonald was also 
approached. 

Property supervisor Roger 
Proulx said Saturday the ma¬ 
jority of residents did not 
have pets, but a spokesman 
for those threatened with 
eviction claimed more than 50 
per cent of residents are af¬ 
fected.

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Road to Africa 

Black Artist 
Of Shadows 
And Sunlight

The man looks “like -it arry 
Belafonte r- has the same 
easy grace, the same melodi¬ 
ous voice — but he does his 
singing with his hands. 

Paul Collins is a painter. He 
lives with his wife and four 
children in the inner city of 
Grand Rapids, Mich. Collins 
was born there, and that’s 
where he has his studio. But 
although the family hasn't 
moved, the Collins youngsters 
lead quite a different life than 
their father did. 

Paul Collins' own father 
passed on when he was a year 
old. He was reared by his 
mother and two older sisters, 
who could not understand why 
he would run away from 
home to spend all his time at 
the public library. 

"For one thing, it was 
warm in there,” the artist 
chuckles, remembering how 
hard it is to battle a Michigan 
winter when you’re poor. 
"And them, they had all those 
art books available. As long 
as I can remember, I wanted 
to draw and paint. And there 
in the library, were all the 
greatest masters in the 
world." 

The desire to be a painter 
was always there, but the de¬ 
cision to make the necessary 
sacrifices was not easy. Paul 
Collins at 19, just married, 
had been a basketball champ 
in high school. He knew that a 
career as a semi-pro basket¬ 
ball player would mean secu¬ 
rity. But the time devoted to 
training and competing would 
force him to relegate painting 
to a hobby. He couldn’t face 
that. 

"My wife worked when she 
could j I would do odd jobs 
when I could. And I would 
paint 40 to 50 paintings during 
the winter so we would be 
ready to hit the road as soon 
as spring came.” 

The road led to the many 
lummer art shows scattered 
all over Michigan. Collins 
looks on those days as great 
ones. "We forgot all about the 
winter's hardship talking 
with other painters, selling a 
few canvases, sketching peo¬ 
ple, places." 



Gallery owners who visited 
the shows soon noticed his 
work. By the end of the sec¬ 
ond summer he had his work 
on consignment in two galler¬ 
ies. By the middle of the third 
summer he was approached 
by a New York gallery. 

At that time he met Randolf 
Brown, a watercolorist from 
Michigan, who had an impact 
on Collins’ style. But the 
strongest influence has 
always been the old masters 
that he studied in the library. 
Taking the great painters of 
each period as a yardstick, he 
studied drawing, composition, 
colors, slowly evolving his 
own style. He worked in tem¬ 
pera for a while, until he in¬ 
vented has own medium, which 
he calls "dry-oil.” 

Dry-oil is similar to tem¬ 
pera, but it has an oil base in¬ 
stead of a water one. It allows 
the same painstaking brush¬ 
strokes, but docs not dry as 
fast as tempera. It enables 
the painter to work showly. 
This is an important factor 
for Collins, whose work is 
characterized by studies of 
shadows and sunlight. 

This interest in light is 
shown clearly in his paintings 
of Africa. Five years ago he 
and his eldest son spent two 
years going through villages 
in Senegal and the Ivory 
Coast. 

"We would stay two weeks 
in each village, my son would 
practice his high-«chool 
French and I would paint. 
The people in the villages ac¬ 
cepted us very naturally. 
Their life is so much easier 
than ours. TYiey may lack our 
modem conveniences, but in 
each village everyone bas a 
place, something to do. The 
old as the young feel useful, 
needed.” 

Paul Collins likes Senegal 
so much that he plans to go 
back and build a home some¬ 
where along the Ivory Coast; 
a nice contrast, he says, with 
Michigan’s snow and the rush¬ 
ing around of the eastern sea¬ 
board. But he does not plan to 
move there permanently. 
There is too much he wants to 
do in this country. 

"I would like a grant to do

And he has 
given the rights to two of his 
canvases to the U r ban 
League. 


Recently the 30 paintings 
done during his African jour^ 
ney were sent to France and 
the Soviet Union by the state 
department. The same 30 
paintings also appeared as 
prints in a book, entitled

Black Portrait of an African 
Journey, with accompanying 
text by Tom Lee, which came 
out in 1971. 

It brings to black childten 
In countless libraries and 
schools not only a vision of 
what life is in remote African 
villages, but also the concrete 
proof of what a black child 
like them can accomplish 
with talent and per¬ 
severance. 

Paul Collins enjoys his suc¬ 
cess, but he is modest about 
it. "I have not yet gotten used 
to the prices people pay me 
for my paintings.” says the 
artist. "But I am awfully glad 
for what it allows me to do 
for my people."

Many peoples recognize 
that position in the family 
makes sn indelible mark on 
the child. — Margaret 
Mead 

In studies that investigate 
just what relationship is be¬ 
tween the personalities, 
achievements, and contribu¬ 
tions of children and their 
birth order in the family, the 
third child is usually seen as 
the moat relaxed and easy¬ 


going — probably because the 
parents have been completely 
broken in by the first two. 

In future generations the 
third child will be an en¬ 
dangered species, because the 
solution to over population we 
hear prescribed moat often is 
the two-child family. 

How will life be changed 
when there are no third child¬ 
ren — when there are only 
children? 

The first bom male child 
likes to be in charge. 

Dr, Louise Bates of the 


Gesell Institute, in an article 
in Fareflly Circle magazine, 
described first children as 
'dominant, directive and pre¬ 
ferring to be in charge of any 
situation. Being used to in¬ 
dependence. they like a job in 
which they work independ¬ 
ently." 

At any given time In a 
future two-child-family era, 
one fourth of the population 
will be first bom males. One 
fourth of the population will 
like to work independently. 
That will be at,a time when, 

,i i 


presumably, social co-opera¬ 
tion will be a highly valuable 
commodity. Another quarter 
of the population will be first 
bom females, who, interest¬ 
ingly, also tend to like to do¬ 
minate. 

First-bom children have 
been found to be more ambi¬ 
tious and more conscientious. 
A review of research on birth 
order in the May, 1972, Jour¬ 
nal of Psychology recounts 
that "first boms usually were 
more conservative than later- 
boms." 


In contrast, later-boms have 
been described as "more 
active and aggressive,*’ "less 
concerned with authority," 
and "non-conforming." The 
traits of these later-bom 
children who have been found 
to be less conservative, more 
adaptable and more popular 
will not be as available to the 
society two-child families. 
Neither JUll there be an 
abundance of the social skills 
authorities say come to child¬ 
ren horn into large families. 

An alternative to the two 


child-family solution to over- 
Iiopulation is the combination: 
families of different sizes 
whose total number of child¬ 
ren averages out to two child¬ 
ren per family can achieve 
the same desired goal of 
zero population growth. 

Another step in the right 
direction would be the ac¬ 
ceptance of experimental com¬ 
munal life-style in which a 
family of five couples (for 
instance) raises a family of 
five children.

In the Netherlands and West 
Germany. American Indian 
cultists fill clubroooms for 
regular powwows. In France, 
"les peaux rouges" and "le 
Far Quest" entered the lan¬ 
guage back in the 19th cen¬ 
tury and have continued as 
sources of romantic fascina¬ 
tion. 

Even so. acquaintanceship 
with Indian culture, customs, 
and clothing universally tends 
to be sketchy and second¬ 
hand, stemming from the nov¬ 
els of James Fenimore Cooper 
or from stereotypes portrayed 
in cowboy westerns. 

But lately the Indians them¬ 
selves are bringing about 
change by providing their own 
information. One new depar¬ 
ture is the American Indian 
Cultural Program, a show 
that educates largely through 
the medium of fashion. 

Staged by the Fashion 
Group of New York and pre¬ 
pared with the working sup¬ 
port of Washingtons Smith¬ 
sonian Institution and New 
York’s Museum of the Ameri¬ 
can Indian, the program 
avoids all the common mis¬ 
representations. 

Early in April a troupe of 14 
— nearly all American In¬ 
dians — will take the show on 
the international road by 
going on tour abroad under 
the auspices of the exhibits 
division of the U.S. Informa¬ 
tion Agency. The show, a mul¬ 
ti-media presentation featur¬ 
ing old and new fashions in¬ 
terspersed with slides, is the 
first large-scale fashion ven¬ 
ture to have Indian participa¬ 
tion and- one could add, In¬ 
dian approval. 

A few years ago free adap¬ 
tations of Indian fringed 
leathers, furs, and feathered 
headgear by some American 
designers aroused vociferous

disapproval from American 
Indian activists. They misin¬ 
terpreted the good 
of Giorgio de Sant’Angelo and 
Jacques Kaplan. 

More than a year In the 
making, the current cultural 
program was not put together 
without some slings and 
arrows from militants. Many 
slides illustrating the history 
and arts of the more than 250 
tribes in the U.S. that were to 
he used in the show were de¬ 
stroyed during the November 
occupation of the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs in Washington 
and had to be replaced. 

The travelling group in¬ 
cludes nine models, all of 
whom belong to Narragansett, 
Shinecock, Cree, Winneba¬ 
go, Sioux, or other tribes, and 
some of whose surnames are 
Deer, Clioctaw, little Eagle. 

Since interest was first 
evinced by U.S. Ambassador 
to Great Britain Walter H. 
Annenberg and Mrs. Annen- 
berg in having the show in 
London, the itinerary has 
been expanded into a five-na¬ 
tion tour. It will visit Stock¬ 
holm, Berlin, Strasbourg, Am¬ 
sterdam (and possibly Leiden 
as well). The travelling show 
is described by the USIA’s ex¬ 
hibits project officer. Barbara 
Witt, as "the most ambitious 
live presentation we've sent 
overseas." 

The primary purpose of the 
program is to alter attitudes 
through” information, by way 
of authentic music and 
dances, slides of arts and 
crafts, commentary from In¬ 
dian scholars, and historic and 
contemporary fashions. 

The moving spirits behind 
the program have a corollary 
aim: to expose the first-rate 
fashions currently being pro¬ 
duced by numerous American 
Indian co-operatives, mostly 
in the Midwest and Southwest, 
to a broader audience. 

Although since 1963 the As¬ 
sociation on American Indian 
Affairs has provided a limited 
market for master Indian and 
Eskimo painters, sculptors, 
and craftsmen, their work has 
not included any wearing ap¬ 
parel. A single exception is 
the handmade silver jewelry 
available at the non-profit. 
American Indian Arts Centre 
in New York. 

The newly established coop 
ventures are turning out high- 
style contemporary Seminole

patchwork skirts, Seneca cali¬ 
co smocks, and Navajo tie-dye 
clothes, among other desir¬ 
able pieces of merchandise. 

The principle on which the 
ventures are based is similar 
to that which has worked ef¬ 
fectively in West Virginia, 
where the talents of economi¬ 
cally deprived women have 
been developed through the 
patchwork designs the women 
execute for Mountain Ar¬ 
tisans. 

Similar work is done in New 
York City’s crime and pov¬ 
erty-ridden Bedford - Stuyves- 
sant district, where a textile 
crafts centre is bringing bene¬ 
fits to a depressed area. 

The American Indian co¬ 
operatives utilize the skills

and inheritance of design and 
crafts of Indians in urban re¬ 
gions and in schools, besides 
those on the various reserva¬ 
tions. 

Credit for the genesis of the 
show goes to Doris Antun, an 
associate fashion editor of 
Mademoiselle, who became 
immersed in all things Indian 
after producing a special 
issue on the American Indian 
for her magazine. 

With Clydia Nahwooksy, 
director of Indian awareness 
at the Smithsonian, and Dr. 
Delbert MacBride. curator of 
the State Capitol Museum. 
Olympia, Wash., she will 
serve as commentator during 
* the European trip, carrying 
the Indian message overseas. 

She and others concerned 
with the program urge inter¬ 
ested private customers and 
retailers to deal directly with 
the Indian people.

into Paris in 1968 to head the 
Viet Cong's provisional revolu¬ 
tionary government delegation 
to the Paris peace talks, Mme. 
Blnh became one of the sensa¬ 
tions in a sophisticated capital 
overflowing with celebrities. 
A women revolutionist was 
unique, not to mention a fe¬ 
male delegation chief — and 
an attractive one at that. 

Into her suitcases went gifts- 
from friends and unknown 
admirers including books and 
phonograph records of clas¬ 
sical music, among them her 
love, French opera, her secre¬ 
tary said. 

The Paris newspaper Le 
Monde praised her “charm 
i.nd open spirit" in a fare¬ 
well article, a rare tribute. 

Mme. Binh had her adver¬ 
saries. U.S. delegation leader 
William J. Porter in speeches 
derided Mme. Binh's title of 
“foreign minister" from a 
government that in the U.S. 
view did not exist. Once hear¬ 
ing a journalist describe Mme. 
Binh as looking like a fragile 
flower, an American delega¬ 
tion member snorted in indig¬ 
nation.

Tranh Van Lam after peace 
was signed. But he refused to 
come to her party because, 
he said, her invitation was 
engraved with her label “for¬ 
eign minister.” 

The articulate Mme. Binh 
learned early in the peace 


talks game that the press 
could help her win public 
opinion. She gave interviews 
to journalists. She seldom 
passed up a chance to deliver 
firm statements in her fluent 
French to newsmen waiting 
outside the Paris talks. At 
receptions reporters surround¬ 
ed her, knowing she would 
deliver sharp opinions. 

In personal life'hfcr reputed 
toughness did not show. Small 
and delicate with an attrac¬ 
tive face and figure, the re¬ 
volutionist always wore long, 
pastel-colored silk brocade 
Vietnamese gowns topped by 
western-style coats or shawls. 
Her black hair was drawn 
back into a bun. Sometimes 
she wore lipstick. 

During interviews the soft- 
spoken politician. 46. would 
serve tea and port wine and 
show visitors around the gard¬ 
en of RulRirben Villa. On the 
walls hung photographs of 
Viet Cong leaders, not her 
family. She seldom spoke of 
them. Last week she told 
UPI she hoj>ed to be reunited 
in the "liberated /.one” with 
her husband rumored to lie 
a Viet Cong leader — and two 


children, Thang. 17, and Mai, 

13. 

“I saw my Husband last 
year,” she said with a smile 
as if this was a lot for a 
revolutionist. 

Mme. Binh was born near 
Saigon into** background of 
rebellion. Her grandfather and 
father were Vietnamese na¬ 
tionalists tmprisoned by the 
French. Thi Binh distributed 
leaflets for the independence 
movement. At 24 she,*too, was 
jailed by the French for fpur 
years. She insisted often dar¬ 
ing the Paris talks she was 
not a communist. 

Mme. Binh’s moments of 
most attention came after 
jwace was reached in January. 
At the Viet Cong’s victory 
party, French apd Asian com¬ 
munists kissejrher. 

At the 12-party international 
conference on Vietnam the 
world's top foreign ministers 
rose gallantly when she walk¬ 
ed slowly into the room to 
take her place at the table. 

After the peace treaty 
signing Jan. 27, she grace¬ 
fully offered her hand for the 
first time to her enemy, U.S. 
negotiator Porter. After a 
startled second, H^took it.

It’s Meat Once a Week 


WASHINGTON (AP> — An 
aerosol lubricant' that may 
give false readings of cervical 
cancer for women undergoing 
Pap smears is being recalled 
across^, the United States, the 
Food' and Drug Administra¬ 
tion announced last week. 

The agency said about 
40,000 cans of lubrifoam are 
estimated to be on the market 
and another 53,000 cans are 
being held in warehouses. 

The spray has been used for 
more than two years by doc¬ 
tors, hospitals and clinics to 
facilitate use of medical in¬ 
struments for Pap smears. 

The FDA said that guar 
gum used in the spray may 
give false positive or false 
negative results on glass 
slides, since vegetable cells'in 


may resemble 


the product 
cancer uells. 

"There is a possibility that 
they may conceal real cancer 
cells or be mistaken for 
cancer cells," an FDA spokes¬ 
man said. "Either way it’s a 
bad hazard.” 

Women who are unsure 
whether the lubricant was 
used in their last Pap smear 
should check with their doctor 
and be re-examined, the FDA 
said.

Redistribution Developing 
Into Hot Commons Issue 


OITA W A tCP) When 

.lohn Diefenbaker recently 
asked Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau lo do something about 
the redistribution of electoral 
boundaries so no province 
would lose seats. Trudeau was 
sympathetic to the suggestion, 
and it was assumed a harmo¬ 
nious solution would soon fol¬ 
low. 

Rut. while little is being 
said publicly, it s developing 
into one of the most divisive 
issues of this Parliament. The 
various parties not only are 
disagreeing with each other, 
they are also disagreeing in¬ 
ternally. And the situation is 
hecoming more complex all 
the time. 

Under the 10-year redistrib¬ 


ution plan now going on the 
new boundaries wouldn't be 
established In time for a 1973 
election Newfoundland, 

Nova Scotia. Quebec. Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan would 
lose seats, as the population 
shifts from rural to urban 
areas. 

After the issue was raised 
in the House by Diefenbaker, 
the prime minister asked Lib¬ 
eral House leader Allan Mac- 
F.achen to see whether he 
could come up with an accept¬ 
able formula for assuring no 
loss of seats in any province. 
MacEachen went before his 
caucus with a plan to add 35 
more Commons seats, and 
ran into sharply divided reac¬ 
tions. 

He took it to the Conserva¬ 
tives and the reaction was. if 
anything, even more divided. 


Many Conservatives objected 
that Ontario would get 19 of 
the additional 35 seats. 

Meanwhile, the Conserva¬ 
tive caucus split sharply on 
the whole issue. One member 
went to work with a pencil 
and decided that, in order to 
assure no loss of seats tot a 
province, while maintaining 
the principle of representation 
by population, fifi new' seats 
would be required. 

It was by a close vote that 
caucus decided the next elec¬ 
tion. regardless of when it is 
held, should be fought on 
existing boundaries.

kill hears. 


"I know they've killed a lot 
of bears on the ranch, and 
yearling bears too. Yet I’ve 
never heard of a yearling 
hear killing healthy cattle," 
Kind said. 

"Bears often feed on cattle 
that have died of other causes 
and then the ranch claim the 
l»ear killed the cattle The only 
rest the hears get on the 


ranch is when they go into 
hibernation." he said. 

Ted (Chilco) Choate, who 
runs a guiding and outfitting 
business in the centre of Gang 
Ranch property, said bears do 
kill cattle but not in the 
numbers the ranch claims. 

Kind and Choate said ranch 
employees killed a herd of 
wild horses a few years ago 
because they were feeding on 
cattle range. 


Sidwell admitted the ranch 
had trouble with horses but 
would not comment on the 
subject. 

He said his men kill only 
bears that attack cattle or 
feed on calves. 

"I don’t want the bears to 
become extinct but I do want 
to reduce them so they don't 
eat so much beef," Sidwell 
said. 


VANCOUVER (CP) - A 
University at B.C. agricul¬ 
tural economist said Friday 
the proposed provincial Land 
Commission Act won’t save 
Fraser Valley farmland. 

Dr. Peter Arcus said the 
proposed B.C. I .and Commis¬ 
sion will inevitably find itself 
in the same position as mu¬ 
nicipal zoning bodies - forced 
to rezone farmland to permit 
urban uses for a growing pop¬ 
ulation. 

"I just don’t see the com¬ 
mission standing up under all 
that pressure indefinitely," 
Arcus said in an interview*. 

"Th^re is no zoning authori¬ 
ty that has ever existed in the 
past that has been able to ac¬ 
complish th$ goal (of freezing 
farmland). The best that the 
commission will do is slow 
down the growth and make it 
proceed in an orderly fash¬ 
ion." 

Arcus said he favors pas¬ 
sage of Bill 42 — which would 
establish a five-man commis¬ 
sion to designate farmland 
and other open space any¬ 
where in the province — Be¬ 
cause it would stop the "hig- 
geldy-piggeldy type of growth 
that you get with 80 conflict¬ 
ing authorities, as you have in 
Fraser Valley." 

He declined to estimate how* 
long it would take for Fraser 
Valley farmland to be con¬ 


sumed, but said the annual 
rate of loss Is bound to be less 
than the 1 per cent at present 
He said the present rate 
would use up all the farmland 
in 80-to-100 years. 


Under the commission, he 
said, pressure for re zoning of 
agricultural land will be 
greatest near established 
urban areas. 


Oust NDP Now, 
Bennett Implores 


HANEY (CP) — Opposition 
leader W. A- C. Bennett Fri¬ 
day threw his support behind 
a planned province-wide peti¬ 
tion aimed at ousting the New 
Democratic Party govern¬ 
ment.

.Jerry Lee Lewis is back 
which probably won't mean 
much to anyone except early 
rock fans. 

Included in his new, two- 
record set titled The Session 
is the big one — Whole Lot of 
Shakin’ Goin’ On. 

That was back in 1956 when 
he recorded what was to be¬ 
come a rock classic. Lewis 
cot into the Sun stable of 
singers which included Elvis 
Presley and Johnny Cash and 
he had a string of hits like 
Shakin’, Breathless and Great 
Balls of Fire. His records sold’ 
like crazy — 25 million 

albums and singles. 

He was hot. 

Then in 1958, at the age of 
22, he married his 13-year-old 
cousin Myra. ("She was actu¬ 
ally 14" Lewis said later, 
"but all the news reports had 
her as 13.”) That spelled the 
end of his popularity. 


He made a comeback try in 
1964 .with Smash (a Mercury 
subsidiary) but that failed. In 
1968 he tried western and had 
some success with a single 
railed Another Time, Another 
Place. 

The Session is his first full 
attempt at another comeback 
in the rock field. 

He may not be the Jerry 
Lee Lewis who -used to jump 
on the top of the piano a la 
Elton John style but the beat 
and the Lewis magic may still 
be there at the age of 37.

Anka Oldies Not Worth Reviving 

Oobopdedoos Stay Buried 


Great Balls of Fire 
Jerry Lee Lewis Back

NEW YORK (UPI) — Paul 
Anka, teenage singing idol of 
the late 1950s who went on to 
become one of the music busi¬ 
ness' most successful song 
writers, considers his early 
years as "dear” but not worth 
reviving. 

Unlike many pre-Beatle 
stars who have remade their 
names on the rock revival 
circuit in recent years, Anka 
would prefer to write new hits 
than try to rekindle old ones. 

“I think those olden goldies 
are great,” he said in an 
interview. “It puts a lot of 
guys to work. 

"But as dear as those days 
are for me, and I loved them 
and enjoyed them and they 
did a lot for me, I’d be ter¬ 
ribly out of place today with 
oobopdedoos. One would ques¬ 
tion, ’what the hell is he do¬ 
ing? That’s not me.” 

Anka began his career in 
1956 with a song caledl Diana, 
which he wrote about a girl 
he had a crush on in his 
hometown of Ottawa. He was 
15 then, she 23. The record 
since has sold more than 8.5 
million copies. 

Other songs soon followed: 
Lonely Boy, Put Your Head 
on my Shoulder, You are my 
Destiny and Puppy Love, to 
name a few. 

"If I were making it to¬ 
day with the records I had 
back then I’d be making $800 
a week,” Anka lamented. 
"The busines then_^pas so 
confined. We were rock ‘n’ 
rollers, teeny-boppers, and 
what the future held, nobody 
knew.” 

His writing saved him from 
demise as a hit singer and 
also kept out of the so-called 
Beach Party films, which 
gave some stars a bad image. 

"I had my writing which 
was always an ace in the 
hole,” Anka said. ”1 don’t 
even know what those films 
would’ve meant for me. I 
think they can hurt you more 
than they can help, so I just 
stayed away from them.” 

Many of Anka’s songs are 
well-known but rarely identi¬ 
fied with the once-pompad- 
oured teen-age idol. He scored 
the movie The Longest Day 
and given several artists such 
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major song hits as Frank 
Sinatra's My Way, Tom Jones’ 
She’s a Lady and TV host 
Johnny Carson’s theme song, 
played coast-to-coast at least 
five nights a week for 11 
years. His most recent con¬ 
tribution is I’m Not Anyone 
written for and recorded ,by 
Sammy Davis Jr. 

In all, Anka has scored 18 
gold records for sales of a 
million or more copies each. 

"I love the music business. 
It’s what I like to do most," 
he said. "You look at my track 
record in the last foui* years 
and It’s as good as when I 
was a kid.” 

Anka, who is maried and 
has four young daughters, 
likes to write after midnight, 
"when I don’t have anything 
to distract me." 

He books a year in advance 
in some of the country’s most 
famous night elute and, in 


addition, still finds time to 
manage two "vety young and 
talented” musicians, John 
Pryor and Steve Goodman. 

"Song writing is a difficult 
process because you’re not 
working with anything. It’s 
your mind, the air, the en¬ 
vironment, how you feel,” he 
said, "and when you sit down, 
yoU dflP’t know what will be 
a hm I try to write when 
I’m excited over something. 

“It’s difficult to write' the 
older you get when you real¬ 
ly have a value line and don’t 
want just for the sake of 
writing, even knowing that 
you can get away with it. On 
certain songs you know you 
can do better. If you have 
the time, you know you must 
do better.”

originally right from our own doorstep, not that its discoverer 
.was the famous David Douglas, whose name is so closely 
woven into British Columbia's history. 

The plant has changed considerably since young Douglas 
found it growing in Nootka Sound and on the banks of the 
Fraser RiVer. The lovely flower caught the fancy of Europe¬ 
an plant breeders who refined it to the point where it is a 
most valued garden flower. 

It stands about 18 inches tall, with dainty, feathery 
foliage, and it covers itself almost all season long with sky 
blue, globe-shaped flower htads an inch across. This blue 
Thimble Flower is long lasting and graceful as a cut flower, 
too, and thrives with almost no attention in a sunny location 
and dryish soil. 

*n>ese, then, are the seeds I have for you, and even 
though they are scarce and horribly expensive. 1 think I have 
enough to provide a sample of approximately 150 seeds for 
each of my gardening friends who would like to take a crack 
at growing this charming native flower. 

For those newcomers who don’t know about the Colonist 
free seed offers all you do is send me the coupon below, 
enclosing a stamped and self-addressed envelope to carry 
your seeds back to you. 


Ordinarily, the Sunday edition of our daily Garden Notes 
column is reserved strictly for answering questions and 
resolving problems sent in by perplexed readers, and the only 
time we depart from this rigid schedule is when something 
more important comes along — like giving away free seeds! 

Twenty years ago today, on the Sunday preceding the 
first official day of spring, the Colonist announced our first 
free seed offer in this column. If I remember correctly, the 
seeds we gave away on that occasion were those of the Black 
Zucchini squash, at that time virtually unknown in our part 
of the world. And every years since 1954, at the time of the 
vernal equinox, free Colonist seeds have been made available 
to the gardeners of Vancouver Island. 

We have had some notable scoops in our seed offers-too 
— the first seeds of the Copenhagen Bluebell, the first But- 
tercrunch lettuce, the first Malope, grandiflora, the first Star- 
fire tomato, and so on. It hasn’t always been easy to find 
suitable seeds for these gifts; many have been imported from 
distant lands, and almost always they h^ve had some unique 
or dramatic quality not found in the run-of-the-mill flowers 
and vegetables ordinarily grown hereabouts. 

Breaking with tradition, our first free seeds for 1973 are 
not new. It is a lovely blue flower called Gililia capitata or 
Thimble Flower, a native of British Columbia, discovered 
over a hundred years ago in Nootka Sound by the noted plant 
collector David Douglas, tor whom the Douglas fir is named. 

It all started last December when I was corresponding 
with botanic gardens, experimental stations and seed growers 
in various parts of the world, seeking some unique seeds for 
our Colonist free seed offers — seeds which couldn’t be 
purchased locally. One reply, from the firm of J. E. bhlsens 
Enke in Copenhagen, suggested the Gllia, pointing out that 
these plants were attracting a great deal of favorable atten¬ 
tion in the Copenhagen parks, and that they were quickly and 
easily raised from seed. * 

I have been corresponding with this Danish firm for fif¬ 
teen years or more and I respect their judgment, so I ordered 
the seeds. At the time. I didn’t know that the plant came

Voice over: “In the early 
hours of June 17, 1972, five 
men broke into Democratic 
national committee headquart¬ 
ers at the Watergate while 
two accomplices waited nerv¬ 
ously across the street in the 
Howard Johnson Motel.

Soviet Boss 
Raps Police 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Interior 
Mihister Nikolai Shchelokov, 
in a rare criticism of the Sovi¬ 
et police, said Saturday that 
he intends to do something 
about their "crude attitudes" 
and occasional ineffec¬ 
tiveness. 

Shchelokov also said hooli¬ 
ganism and drunkennness re¬ 
main major problems and 
called for strict and quick 
punishment of criminals. 

"The interior minister has 
the task of fully eliminating 
the existing shortcomings in 
the work of our militia (uni¬ 
formed police) and to bring

up militia officers in the spirit 
of loyalty to the cause of com¬ 
munism.”

Shchelokov said the national 
crime rate as a whole 
dropped in 1972. but he cited 
no figures. He said the 
number of "most dangerous” 
crimes, including premeditat¬ 
ed crimes. . robberies and 
thefts, fell by 4.6 per cent.

The Europeans have 
said the talks cannot begin 
until Nixon has prior congres¬ 
sional authority to strike a 
deal, but they fear the protec¬ 
tionist possibilities implied in 
the power to increase duties. 

The money talks In Pari* 
ended with a U.S. promise to 
resume intervention in money 
markets, if necessary, in ex¬ 
change for the decision by six 
of the nine common market 
nations to jointly float thedr 
currencies against the dollar. 

This agreement — which in 
effect ended the postwar sys¬ 
tem of fixed exchange rates 
— will receive its first test 
Monday when money mar¬ 
kets, closed since March 2, 
will reopen.

PHNOM PENH. Cambodia 
(UPI) — A small, propeller- 
driven fighter plane dropped 
two 250-pound bombs inside 
the grounds of the Cambodia 
presidential palace Saturday, 
killing and injuring dozens of 
persons in an early morning 
raid. 

President Lon Nol declared 
a state of emergency, ap¬ 
parently the first step in turn¬ 
ing control of Cambodia over 
to the military. 

At least 20 persons were 
killed and 35 injured in the at¬ 
tack. The toll was expected to 
rise since many of the injured 
were seriously hurt. 

The bombs hit a military

The plan for children could 
begin to come into effect with¬ 
in a matter of months, Cocke 
said, but he indicated that a 
full denticare plan was «ome 
ways'into the future yet. 

He was speaking in an in¬ 
terview for the CTV television 
show. Capital Comment, 
which will be shown at 11:15 
p.m. tonight on Channel 6. 

Details hadn’t been worked 
out, but a rough estimate of 
the cost of the plan for chil¬ 
dren would be $20 million for 
the first year. 

The preventative program 
is expected to include regular 
dental checkups, x-rays where 
necessary, and cleaning and 
polishing. Cocke said it was 
likely that mobile dental clin¬ 
ics would be set up to handle 
the work, especially in the 
rural areas. 

In the urban areas more 
permanent clinics could be es¬ 
tablished. Schools could also 
be used for checkups for 
school-age children and possi¬ 
bly as simple administrative 
units for the project. 

It wouldn’t be possible to 
provide denticare for every¬ 
one in B.C. immediately, said 
Cocke, because people’s teeth 
aren’t in good enough shape 
over-all. 

If all dental care was made 
free, the amount of dental 
work to be done would i»e 
overwhelming. It would over¬ 
tax the facilities provided, 
and there would be far too 
few dentists available to do 
all the work. The funds re¬ 
quired would also be cxces- 
sive. 

Therefore, the program will 
probably be gradually ex¬ 
panded over the next several 
years, untiL eventually it 
covers the entire province as 
medicare does now. 

On the related topics of 
fluoridation of water supplies, 
Cocke said he ielt it impor¬ 
tant that the public be educat¬ 
ed to realize the value of 
fluoridation. 

He was sure that fluorida¬ 
tion reduced cavities and was 
not harmful to health in any 
other way, he said, but it was 
a controversial issue and a 
majority of the people had to 
be convinced before water 
throughout the province could 
be generally fluoridated. 

He had suggested various 
alternatives, such as the pas¬ 
sible fluoridation of milk, so 
people wouldn’t have to buy 
fluoridated milk unless they 
wanted to.

Bouncing Best 
Medicine 
Outposts

A bold medicine-by-satellite scheme that could 
bring top tnedical care to Canadians in remote areas 
has been proposed by a doctor in the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands. 

Both the B.C. and the federal governments have 
expressed interest in the idea, which would use the 
23,000 - mile - high Anik satellite to transmit such 
things as x-ray pictures. 

If approved, it will be a world first in health 

care. 

The idea is the brainchild of Dr. Hugh Mac¬ 
Guire, a Vancouver-born surgeon, who wants to est¬ 
ablish a two-way TV hookup between the 27-bed 
Queen Charlotte Hospital and big urban medical 
centres in cities like Vancouver and Ottawa. 

If this pilot project were successful, he said in an 
interview, the scheme could be expanded to cover 
the network of 600 community health centres 
throughout Canada as proposed by the Hastings Re¬ 
port on health. 

Ultimately, it could remove the need for many 
dangerous mercy missions, long trips by patients 
needing treatment and medical tours to outlying 
areas by top-flight specialists. 

The saving in money and manpower could be 
“staggering," says MacGuire, who is in the Queen 
Charlottes as part of a medical project sponsored 
jointly by the United Church of Canada and UBC. 

The immediate reaction from both levels of gov¬ 
ernment is one of guarded excitement. 

Hal Hailaday, regional director for the federal 
department of communications in Vancouver, said the 
idea would make “good sense” from a technological 
point of view if many outlying hospitals were in¬ 
volved.

Senator Harold Hughes,

He said Nixon’s plan, an¬ 
nounced in a radio speech last 
Saturday, would send crimi¬ 
nal justice back on “a long 
voyage into the night of the 
past” and would be “a regres¬ 
sion to punishments and sen¬ 
tencing methods that have 
long since been professionally 
discredited . . .” 

Nixon said the rate of 
serious crime, has slowed to 
one per -cent in the first nine 
months of 1972, but Hughes

Japanese Buyers Boost Prices 


More reasons for the rapid 
risa in the cost of lumber are 
being brought forth. On Fri¬ 
day a spokesman for the Van¬ 
couver Island Building Supply 
Dealers explained why doors 
have shot up in price about 40 
per cent over the past four 
months. 

The dealers state, as others 
before them have in the 
lumber manufacturing part of 
forestry, that unprecedented 
demand in the Japanese hous¬ 
ing market has created an ur¬ 
gent demand. Premier Tana¬ 
ka. one lumber source said, 
has committed the Japanese 
builders to providing 2 million 
new homes this year. • ' 

The Japanese urgeney has 
triggered up a frenzied round 
of buying up Lauan logs as 
well as manufactured ply¬ 
woods from all Available 
sources in the Orient, said the 
building supply dealers. 

The willingness of Japanese 
buyers to pay any price for

Importers in North America 
with orders placed and prices 
contracted before January, 
have suddenly been notified 
that these contract prices are 
Invalid, or had orders can¬ 
celled in their entirety with no 
recourse, the spokesman 
added; 

The manufactured product 
of the Lauan log has long 
lieen imported in North Ameri* 
ca for low-cost wall panelling 
and has proven to be a boon 
to builders and home owners 
in offering decorative con¬ 
trasts in a reasonable price 
range. 

At least 95 per cent of all 
the doors used in house build¬

The department's report, 
which was complimentary to¬ 
wards the over-all aims and 
objectives of the school, 
means that until June 30, 
1976, the school is privileged 
to grant recommendations in 
all subjects for high school 
graduation, and to offer local¬ 
ly-developed courses to meet 
local needs. 

The report was the result of 
a 16-month examination car¬ 
ried out by the staff, the dis¬ 
trict superintendent and the 
department. The department 
was favorably impressed with 
several aspects of the educa¬ 
tion program presented at the 
high school.- 

In particular, the report 
commented on the television 
program which has been de¬ 
veloped locally, and is serving 
the needs of the community 
as well as the school. 

The report also agreed with 
local authorities that there is 
a need for on the job experi¬ 
ence in the district, especially 
for commerce students. How¬ 
ever, since the report was ini¬ 
tiated, the school has enjoyed 
increasing success in placing 
students with local firms for 
business experience. 

The cancellation of the chil¬ 
dren's theatre program for el¬ 
ementary students as well as 
the dosing down of the entire

Behind his desk, the framed 
photograph. of his wife, Bar¬ 
bara and his two young sons, 
Teddy, 2, and Charlie, 7, re¬ 
veal one of the reasons why 
he is a happy man. Other rea¬ 
sons are his ability to listen to 
nature — to rephrase her sim¬ 
ple talk into poetry — and his 
work as a barrister. 

His small collection of poet¬ 
ry which he dedicated to his 
mother “Mary Garland Cole¬ 
man who inspired it,” ap¬ 
peared about a year ago. The 
volume became a milestone 
in his writing career that 
began while he was still in 
high school and continued

The next year my father didn't arrive at 
his own party. Which was all right with 
Uncle Tim who reasoned that there would be 


that much more to drink. A man of wisdom, 
Uncle Tim. 

My son was born on the first day of 
spring. I recall his sixth birthday most of all 
because it gave me the rare opportunity to 
teach him a lesson in honesty. 

We were dining out and the waitress gave 
fnc $1 too much in change. I relumed it 
promptly to set an example for the boy. 

His eyes widened. 

“That is being honest.’’ I told him. “It 
would not be honest for Daddy to keep the 
lady’s money.” 

Once outside, I asked him if he thought he 
could be honest. 

“Nope,” he said, and he hung hisjiead 

sadly. 

1 was a little concerned.

"I don't got no money to be honest with," 
he said. 

My daughter was born March 2. On her 
fifth birthday I took her to the park so she 
could play on the swings and slides.

during his training to “become 
a lawyer at UBC. 

Bom in Vancouver, he was 

raised at Victoria,.with a 

brief interval at Dunckn and 
finally at Regina and Toronto. 
The brief stay at Duncan was 
never forgotten. “I was seven. 

I loved this area then and 
still do, and prefer to raise 
my family in a small commu¬ 
nity,” he said. 

When his father, an Angli¬ 
can bishop, retired, the family 
moved to North Pender Island 
where his father was parish 
priest until his death in 1969. 
During his holidays he visited 
his parents often because "it 
is a great place to regain your 
sanity.” His mother still lives 
on North Pender. 

No doubt, his knack for 
writing Coleman inherited 
from his father and his 
mother, “a very fine poet,” 
who once was president of the 
Saskatchewan Poetry Society. 

His father wrote two books, 
one dealing with the time of 
the blitz in Ixxidon. titled 
Faith Under Fire and one 
theological work. His rtiother 
produced two books of poetry 
- Tapestry, by herself and 
the second one, Duet, jointly 
with a close friend of the fam¬ 
ily. 

Although poetry will proba¬ 
bly always be an outlet for 
expressing his deepest 
thoughts, Coleman also has 
shown successful writing abil¬ 
ities in other fields. He wrote 
many short stories in high 
school and a much more re¬ 
cent one, Bittersweet — A 
Memory, won second prize 
against stiff conq>etition in 
last year's Easter Arts Fair 
at Duncan. 

As a writer, he belongs to 
the Vancouver Poetry Society 
and the Canadian Authors As¬ 
sociation and his prize-win¬ 
ning poetry has been pub¬ 
lished in Canada and the 
U.S. Now he doefe not find too 
much time for writing be¬ 
cause of his community in¬ 
volvement — with the local 
chapter ^ the Big Brothers 
and th^ Cowichan United Ap¬ 
peal. 

Although he is a busy man. 
the young lawyer now and 
then finds time to explore na¬ 
ture. Coleman speaks very en¬ 
thusiastically about a trip in a 
rubber craft down the Cow¬ 
ichan River with a friend. 
This 10-hour journey on “This 
marvellous day" afforded him 
a closeness to nature he had 
seldom experienced before. 

"I felt the liveliness of na¬ 
ture and her power while we 
were on the beautiful river 
and I hope we can do it again 
this spring.“ Coleman said. 
No doubt the lines of one of 
his poems came to his mind 
as the craft tumbled on the 
exciting stream: "Sunshot 
pillars of dust — climbing in 
tree-cast shadows — tun- 
drenched rocks smoking 
under a hazy sky."

Students 

Plan 

5-Day 

Tour 

COURTENAY - A trip, 
which is 6o-ordinated with the 
sixth year social studies pro¬ 
gram, will be undertaken by a 
class of students from Cou» 
tenay elementary school. 

Permission for the trip 
came from trustees with the 
provision made for special 
forms to be signed by 
parents. 

The trip makes the third 
successive year it has been 
taken. Parents of the students 
involved have indicated they 
are in favor of the educational 
trip, tour co-ordinator Mrs. 
Edna Hutton said in a letter 
to school trustees. 

Mrs. Hutton said parents 
were also prepared to help 
students plan and carry out 
fund-raising activities and 
those who accompanied the 
group on the trip last year 
have agreed to make the 
same arrangement this year. 

The tour this year is of five 
days duration, to Vancouver 
returning via Victoria. 

The new year six social stu¬ 
dies program is built around 
the cultural development of 
most countries of the world. 
Because there are ipany cul¬ 
tural offshoots of Asian coun¬ 
tries established in Van¬ 
couver, it was thought such a 
trip would aid the students. 

Visits to various ethnic 
centres will be arranged‘‘so 
that children can gain some 
understanding of tl\ese people, 
their foods and customs. 

Associate professor J. 
Howes, department of Asian 
studies at UBC has assisted in 
planning places to visit such 
as the Sikh Temple and the 
Nitobe memorial garden, 
Mrs. Hutton said. 

Students will also have the 
added opportunity to take a 
half-hour flight over Van¬ 
couver in a Vickers Viscount 
aircraft. The flight would cli¬ 
max a study of aerial routes 
connecting countries. 

Visits to the aquarium. 
McMillan Planetarium and 
Bloedel Conservatory will 
give pupils the chance to ob¬ 
serve many of the scientific 
concepts thjit they have been 
studying. 

Transportation for the trip, 
to take place May 29 to June 2 
will be Watson and Ash, 
which also supplies the nor¬ 
mal school transportation. 

Billet or group accommo¬ 
dation is being arranged and 
the cost is estimated at $994. 
Of this amount approxi¬ 
mately $600 is transportation 
end the rest admission and 
meals. 

Students will raise the 
amount needed for transpor¬ 
tation and parents will pay 
for the cost of admissions and 
meals at the rate of $2.25 a 
day. 


The new forms ware de¬ 
signed to encourage jieople to 
do their own tax return rather 
than employ an accountant. 
About 80 per cent of taxpay¬ 
ers complete their own forms, 
Stanbury said. 

Stanbury said the new capi¬ 
tal gains tax made the forms 
more complicated but people 
who had to complete this part 
usually employed accountants 
anyway. For the average per¬ 
son the form is relatively sim¬ 
ple. 

The reason there now is 
only one T1 Form rather than 
the T1 General and the Ti 
Short is because there was no 
way to find out who needed 
which, said Stanbury. 

He admitted the new forms 
were not perfect and en¬ 
couraged people to write In to 
the department if they have 
any suggestions for improve¬ 
ment. 

One man said the tax laws 
are becoming too complex for 
the average person to under¬ 
stand. 

“The new forms are the 
best thing for accountants I 
that ever came along,” he 
said. ‘ They’re all right for 
the person who designs them 
but they’re hell for the user.” 

‘‘The simplest tax system 
would be easy to administer 
but you would think it un¬ 
fair,” replied Stanbury. There 
would be no provisions for 
special cases such as small 
businessmen, working 
mothers or the worker who 
uses his own tools. 

As far as the capital gains 
tax is concerned, there is no 
way to aVoid the complexity, 
of valuing assets such as 
property or art works. The 
only alternative is not to have 
the tax, he said. This drew 
applause from the audience of 
about 25 businessmen present. 

Stanbury said he did not 
think Parliament and the Ca¬ 
nadian people would approve 
of this solution. The bill that 
introduced the capital gains 
tax was passed by the house 
almost unanimously he said. 

Earlier in the meeting Stan- 
bury said customs service at 
the Sidney ferry terminal and 
at Pat Bay Airport would 
probably be altered rather 
than cut. 

‘*1 don’t see why the service 
should be reduced overall,” 
he said. He promised ‘‘as full 
a service as is possible within 
the bounds of economic rea¬ 
son.” 

Stanbury said he wanted to 
know the residents of Sidney 
thought was a reasonable ser¬ 
vice. 

There is a customs office at 
the ferry terminal to clear pas¬ 
sengers coming into Canada 
on the Anacortes ferry and 
there is another at the air¬ 
port. 

The Sidney office is open to 
handle residents, parcels dur¬ 
ing working hours and to 
meet each ferry. The airport 
office is open from 7 a.m. to 
11 p.m. daily. 

Stanbury suggested that 
coverage could be cut down 
during the winter and in¬ 
creased during the tourist 
season. No decisions were 
made.

The income tax form many 
Canadians have been sweat¬ 
ing over is a “masterpiece of 
simplicity” according U> feder¬ 
al Revenue Minister Robert 
Stanbury. 

Stanbury made the state¬ 
ment Friday at a luncheon 
meeting with the Sidney 
Chamber of Commerce, 
called primarily to discuss 
changes in customs coverage 
of the Sidney ferry terminal 
and Pat Bay Airport. 

Answering criticism of the 
new form from a member of 
the audience, Stanbury said, 


‘‘The Canadian income tax 
form and guide had been 
hailed as masterpieces of sim¬ 
plicity, considering that all 
tax laws are complicated.” 

He told his questioners the 
form serves 15 different pur¬ 
poses and the alternative 
would be to have separate 
forms for such things as fed¬ 
eral income tax, provincial in¬ 
come tax, Canada pensions, 
unemployment insurance and 
other taxes. 

For all the people who have 
said it's more difficult than 
last year’s form, 'STve had 
just as many people tell me it 
is easier,” he said.

Pacific Rim Park at Tofino, 
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Hon. David Barrett is our 25th premier, since the Crown Colony of British Co¬ 
lumbia became a province of Canada in 1871. 

Born in Vancouver's East End, he's the fourth British Columbia native to be 
the province's top man. I don't suppose this proves anything, one way or the other, 
but it's an interesting statistic of history. 


British Columbia’s Premiers 


The other B.C. natives who served as premiers in¬ 
cluded: Richard McBride, born in New Westminster, 
7 870, premier from 1903 to 7975; Dr. Simon Fraser Tol- 
mie, born in Saanich, 1867, premier from 1928 to 1933; 
Byron Johnson, born in Victoria, 1890, premier from 
1947 to 1952. 


Our premiers of the past were 
bom in Eastern Canada, England, 
Ireland, and one (Dunsmuir) in the 
United States. 

Oddly, we’ve never had a Scot as 
premier; Hon. Robert Strmchan 
hoped to be the first Scotland-born 
premier in our history, but he 
couldn’t make it, the political fates 
ruling otherwise. 

Mr. Barrett is not the youngest of 
our premiers. He was nearly 42 
when he took office last Sept. 15. 

McBride, when he became pre¬ 
mier, was 32. 

Our first premier, 102 years ago, 
was an Irish barrister, John Foster 
MeCreight, who remained in the 
province’s first f>osition but 17 
months. 

Next came Amor de Cosmos, the 
strangest, most eccentric premier 
we’ve, ever had. Bruce Hutchison 
calls him die only statesman that 
British Columbia ever had. 

He sometimes bent the elbow’ too 
much, he wept in the legislature and 
on the hustings. 

t Once, after he left the premier's 
chair, he pounded the mayor of Vic¬ 
toria, R. P. Rithet on the back with 
an umbrella. This took place on a 
downtown street comer. Mr. de 
Cosmos was subsequently escorted 
to his home in a cab — so the new s¬ 
papers reported. 

De Cosmos became premier just 
before Christmas of 1872. 

H c met to® legislature for the 
first time as premier early in 1873. 

The Colonist, which he had found¬ 
ed in 1858, was, by 1873, in other 
hands and bitterly anti-DeCosmos, 
as tye had been bitterly anti-James 
Douglas years before. 

This Colonist enmity worried de 
Cosmos not a whit, for, by 1873, he 
had founded The Victoria Standard, 
and was its editor. 

He had. therefore, his say, not 
only in the legislature but in the 
public prints as well. 

The Colonist, everytime an edito¬ 
rial appeared in The Standard in 
praise of de Cosmos and his govern¬ 
ment, screamed that it was written 
by de Cosmos himself. That gentle*- 
mpn always denied the charge. 

De Cosmos was no sooner in the 


premier’s place in the lawmakers’ 
chamber than The Colonist lashed 
(Hit at him, thusly: 

"If the people of British Colum¬ 
bia had not already learned to es¬ 
timate the difference between prom¬ 
ising and performing, there might 
be some danger of falling into the 
error of supposing that the policy of 
the new' de Cosmos ministry inaugu¬ 
rates the Millenium. 


"Experience has taught the pub¬ 
lic. however, that ministerial prom¬ 
ises are too often like pie-crust, 
made to be broken. 


"The new government, under a 
chameleon politician, beats the old 
in the matter of promising, and we 
may expect to hear downright lies, 
with absolutely nothing ac¬ 
complished, except bags of wind 


under one dedicated to the well-be¬ 
ing of mankind in British Columbia, 
is a bold and vigorous policy and 
just such a one as the country now 
stands much in need of.” 

(This ending of sentences with 
prepositions caused many to snort 
that de Cosmos was an ignoramus.) 

The Mainland Guardian of New 
Westminster supported the de 
Cosmos government, and so, natu¬ 
rally, Mr. de C. ran what the Guard¬ 
ian said in his Standard: 

"The new ministry have a hercu¬ 
lean task before them. 

"They must form a strong govern¬ 
ment, or the people will think they 
are falling out among themselves 
about dividing the ‘spoils.’ 

"They must be extremely cir¬ 
cumspect in giving out contracts, or 
they will be taxed with jobbery. 

"They must avoid bestowing fat 
berths on their immediate relatives 
and friends, or they will be set down 
as corrupt. 

"They must materially reduce 
the public expenditure, or they will 
be dubbed humbugs. 

‘The new government’s new 
leader, Mr. de Cosmos is a man of

De Cosmos, reading this, sat 
down and wrote in The‘Standard: 

"The best guarantee that could

"Outside of a little coterie of poli¬ 
ticians ambitious for power and who 
hunger and thirst for the spoils of of¬ 
fice. there is but one opinion and 
that is of gratulation that the reins 
of government are how in the hands 
of men not only capable of conduct¬ 
ing the affairs of country with wis¬ 
dom and prudence, but whose 
record in the past affords abundant 
evidence that, under their adminis¬ 
tration. the interests of the country 
will be carefully attended to, and no 
effort spared to develop the welfare 
of its inhabitants. 

"The present government enjoys 
unbounded confidence from one end 
of the province to the other, and de¬ 
servedly so; and any factious combi¬ 
nation desiring to obstruct their ef¬ 
forts to enact wholesome laws and 
develop the resources of the country 
will meet with signal failure, if it 
does not eventuate in the removal of 
its authors to that condition of pri- ? 
vacy where they can do no public in¬ 
jury and from which they should 
never hffve been called forth. 

(This is most definitely de 
Cosmos all the w-ay.) 

"The policy of the new ministry. 


undoubted talent as. a politician; he 
takes broad views and is most inde¬ 
fatigable in acquiring all informa¬ 
tion. 

"He has always held a prominent 
position in all our previous legisla¬ 
tive assemblies, and has proved he 
is quite capable of grasping the 
most intricate Questions of the day. 

"But — no mere politician is fit 
to be trusted with the destinies of 
the country. 

"It requires a man of lofty prin¬ 
ciple and undoubted integrity to 
carry both elected representatives 
and the people with him. 

"Of such material, we have 
every reason to believe, the present 
premier is the embodiment in full. 

De Cosmos, like' most premiers, 
grew irritated at all the talk that 
was going on in the legislature. 

He used The Standard to relieve 
himself and set forth his views: 

"It is really too bad the way the 
time of the legislature is being daw¬ 
dled away without any business of 
importance being disposed of. 

"Forty-five days of the session 
have already elapsed since the 
House met, and yet the real work of 
the session has scarcely more than 
been entered upon. 

"Day after day is frittered away 
in discussions on subjects of the 
most trivial nature, to the almost 
entire neglect of those weightier 
matters of legislation, which the 
real interests of the country de¬ 
mand. 

"If certain hon. gentlemen were 


only content with once having aired 
their eloquence, the House might, 
with a degree of complacency en¬ 
dure being bored with their displays 
of oratory. 

"But — when hon. members are 
compelled to sit and listen to an 
almost incessant repetition of bla¬ 
tant nonsense on every trivial mat¬ 
ter it becomes almost unendurable. 

"The time of the House is every 
day wasted by highly talkative 
members, whose chief food seems to 
be the strident tones of their 
tireless, and tiresome tongues. 

"Surely there must be some w ay 
of putting a stop to this sort of thing. 

"We should be sorry to see any re¬ 
strictions put upon legitimate de¬ 
bate, but this persistent talking to 
no purpose should, by some means 
or other, be put an end to, and the 
sooner it is done the better or we 
shall collapse under this hurricane 
of t#k, talk, talk, and more talk.” 

No one in the legislature paid any 
attention to this, and the talk went 
on, and among the greatest talkers 
was Premier de Cosmos himself. 

When de Cosmos left the pre¬ 
mier’s office, choosing to be in the 
House of Commons, he was followed 
by George Anthony Walkem, who is 
the only Premier in our history to 
have had two separated terms of of¬ 
fice. 

Andrew Charles Elliott was the 
fourth premier; his daughter May t 
married the only son of Sir James 
and Lady Douglas. 

We’ve had two brothers as pre¬ 
miers -r- Alexander and The«xloVe 
Davie. 

Two of our Premiers later l>e- - 
came lieutenant - governor — Ed¬ 
ward Gawlyer Prior and James 
Dunsmuir. 

Three premiers were bachelor* — 
Walkem, de Cosmos and Charles Au¬ 
gustus Semlin. Walkem married 
during his second term. 

Five of our premiers have died in 
office — William Smythe, Alexander 
Davie, John Robson, Harlan Carey 
Brewster, John Oliver. 

Showing the stability that party 
politics brought to this province in 
3903 is the fact that between 1871 
and 1903 — 32 years.— there were 14 
premiers, but, in the 70 years since 
1903 there have been 11 

Two of our premiers — Robert 
Beaven and J. H. Turner — were 
also mayors of Victoria, though not 
at the same time. 

Shortest-term premier was Jo¬ 
seph Martin — three months in 1900; 
longest term, Hon. W. A. C. Bennett, 
more than 20 years — 1952-72. 

It will be a long time before that 
record is broken. 

Premier Barrett says he has no 
desire to break it. 

Often he has said that public ser¬ 
vants should retire at 55; that gives 
him 13 years to go, as long as the 
voters approve, which Hon. Mr. 
Bennett says they most certainly 
will not. 
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Canadian Colony 
In Mid-Pacific

There is a well nourished myth that Vancouver 
Islanders feel boxed in, cramped within the confines of 
the Island and that they head for the mainland at every 
opportunity, to escape. 

Strangely enough this fancy is particularly believed 
in by mainlanders who wish they were islanders. 


Those mainlanders are merely 
jealous. Af^er all where else can you 
have the blue Pacific lapping 
against a sandy teach while just a 
few' miles up-Island. along a high¬ 
way through some of the finest sce¬ 
nery in the world, there’s a moun¬ 
tain for skiing? 

There’s a rain forest, plenty of 
sailing and golf nearly all year, so 
mainlanders naturally feel that we 
Islanders head over there to see 
their big cities, and no doubt many 
do. 

However, there's a hard core of 
Islanders that do leave regularly, 
nearly always in winter. That 
number increases by hundreds 
every year and they do not head for 
Vancouver or even California. 

By the thousands, Islanders 
from Victoria. Nanaimo. Duncan. 
Campbell River and nearly every 
spot on this Island regularly (often 
twice a year*, head further into the 
Pacific. 

Whether by boat or plane, the 
destination is the same: the lovely 
islands that comprise the U.S. State 
of Haw'aii. 

Honolulu and its famous Waikiki 
Beach held Canadians fascinated for 
many years, but no longer. t Mind 
you. if the women in ihe party want 
to shop. Honolulu is the place to do 
it. 


By that monolithic concrete jun¬ 
gle and that miserable, thin strip of 
sand that remains of Waikiki no 
longer can hold the interest of the 
Vancouver Islander who is used to 
having it better on his own home 
grounds! 

So many Canadians have gone on 
further, to another Hawaiin isle, by 
so many thousands that -there is 
most of the year a Canadian Colony 
in mid-Pacific. 

Just a 20-minute jet flight from 
Honolulu is the state's second larg¬ 
est island of Maui . . . beautiful val¬ 
ley isle with long, wide sandy 
beaches and even a mountain with 
snow on the top in January. 

Despite the strangeness of the 
terrain, showing clearly its volcanic 
origins, the Maui lifestyle fits just 
fine, like a comfortable old shoe. 

From the moment your plane 
touches down at Maui’s Kabului air- 
Iiort you are struck by the wide open 
spaces that you are so fond of at 
home. But here there is a dif¬ 
ference. In fact many differences. 

There’s an amazing climatic''' 
variance on the island. One end gets > 
more than 157 inches of rain a year, y 
the dry side barely gets 10 inches. 

There’s something else. It takes a 
little while before you realize ac¬ 
cents you are hearing are Canadian, 
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UA, Hawaii flags joined by Canadians, welcome Kibr! visitors.

not American. The soft voices of the 
island natives are, however, a de¬ 
lightful change. 

As you drive from the airport 
through the huge valley that splits 
Maui nearly in two. the craggy' 
mountains containing the Iao Needle 
are on the right while the awe¬ 
inspiring Haleakala Mountain, with 
its world-famous extinct volcano is 
on the left, 

Then you are at the ocean’s edge. 
Volcanic rock may line the roads 
and beaches, but the {Hire sands 
stretch for miles in brilliant sun¬ 
shine. and you know you’ve arrived 
on the dry side of Maui, at beautiful 
Maalaea Bay and the casual resort 
comhtunity of Kihei. 

All about you the tropical growth 
is lush. There’s everything from 
bananas to pineapples, sugar cane 
fields, mangoes ... the works. 

Suddenly, in front of you a group 
of flags flap in the gentle trade 
winds ... the U.S flag .. . the Ha¬ 
waii state flag, and as large as. life 
itself, the Canadian flag!. 

Transplanted Islander J. Gordon 
Gibson, now owner of the Maui Lu 
Resort at Kihei flies the Canadian 
flag to welcome his fellow British 
Columbians. 

Yes, that’s the same Gordon Gib¬ 
son of the stormy political career 
and the many battles with the 
former premier. 

Ten months of the year Maui is 
his home and Gibson say's that one 
party out of eight that visit his es¬ 
tablishment are from Vancouver Is¬ 
land. 

In fact, when you arrive at that 
jx>»nt of land with those three flags. . 
you are where Canadians far out¬ 
number Americans nearly all of the 
year. 

There are other clusters of Cana¬ 
dians around Maui. Some stop at 
Hana. on the far side of the Haled- 
kala crater, some more at the op¬ 
posite end of the island, at Naolli. 
and a few near former royal Ha¬ 
waiian palace at picturesque La- 
haina. 

Gibson’s not the onl.v familiar 
B.C. man around Maui. Sometimes 
during the year you’ll also find Nat 
Bailey. o( restaurant and hotel 
fame, running a bar-restaurant 
called The Cove, just down the road 
a piece. 

What attracts so many British 
Columbians to Maui? 
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there had te be something else. 
Something more than just those 
things to . bring Islanders here in 
auch droves. 

To Mr. and Mrs. Ed 'Lewis of Vic¬ 
toria it was the golfing in the hot 
January sun. the hospitality of the 
friendly islanders on Maui and the 
fact that Lewis was enjoying his 
new retirement. 

To Ixxiise and Jim Kurtz, also of 
Victoria, it was a voyafce of discov¬ 
ery, and they, found Hawaii much 
like home. 

Dorothy and Ijorrie Kirk, of 
Towner Park Road near Patricia 
Bay simply fell, hook line add 
sinker for Maui and its people. 

Asked w'hy he came to Maui, 
Kirk said: 'W'hy. I guess it's mainly 
because it’s so much like home. 
Why would anyone leave Vancouver 
Island in the I u ih m e r ? 
Yes . . . that’s it . . . this is just like 
home, I love it.” 

To Marguerite McMullen of 
Campbell River the reason she was 
on Maui and at the Maui Lu in par¬ 
ticular. w as that there was so many 
Canadians there, “and the people 
here are so nice. Yhey -make you 
feel welcome and go to great lengths 
to make you feel at home.” 

Christine Stewart, a newcomer to 
B.C. from Ontario, ia an active 
young woman. An accomplished 
mountain climber and skilful skier, 
made her first trip to Maui this i»ast 
winter. 

As she surveyed the 7'a-mile- 
vvide crater of Haleakala, at the 
10,00^-foot level, her eyes sparkled. 

Later she said she could hardly 
wait to return and hike through the 
crater, now a national pkrk. Back in 
Vancouver. Chris, like so many 
others, is already making plans to 
return to Maui. 

Maui may be luckier than Hono¬ 
lulu. The beauty of the island may 
attract Canadians and others for 
years because the ch ic officials are 
finally making sensible zoning laws. 

Although a few 1 have already 
begn built on the water's edge, new' 
Iai*s forbid any further highrises or 
complexes of any- kind along the 
foreshore. With this kind of fore- 
sighted action the chaym of Maui 
should draw Vancouver Islanders 
for many years to come.

84 Hours to Get to Work 


When Doug Stephens of Na¬ 
naimo sets out for work he usually 
says goodbye to his wife Donna 
and their four children on a Tues¬ 
day night. On Saturday, weather 
permitting and fire airplanes 
later, he will arrive at his job in 
Dewar Lakes, smack in the middle 
of Baffin Island, N.V/.T. 

Doug is an electronics technician on a DEW 
Line station, 150 miles north of the Arctic Circle 
and just below the great Barnes Ice Cap. Few 
f mue even note the position of the lakes. He says 

thtf jie gets a great view of the Northern Lights 
from there, but looking due south from the sta¬ 
tion! 

At Dewar Lakes, along with a handful of 
other technicians, Doug will spend the next four 
months maintaining equipment, checking aircraft 
that fly over the area, and performing rescue 
operations. Hie heavy trucks ana snow travel 
vehicles are kept^n heated sheds, so one of the 
most important equipment maintenance jobs is 


keeping frost and ice build-up to a minimum on 
high antennas. 

Doug says that it is not unusual to have a 
frost build-up of 18 to 20 inches around a narrow 
pole, and this is a real hazard when it falls off in 
great chucks. The men wear hard hats when they 
go out to take weather readings and do outside 
chores. , 

To make outdoor travelling easier in winter 
when the constant winds blow the snow into great 
drifts, the men walk through culverts of qorrugat- 
ed steel. One day a chunk of ice falling from a

426-foot tower caved in the top of one of these 
steel tunnels. 

As Dewar Lakes is along a well travelled air 
route, the men keep quite busy checking in air¬ 
craft. DEW Line stations perform a great many 
rescue operations throughout the Aretie. How¬ 
ever, Doug has not been involved in any major 
rescues in his area, as central Baffle Island is 
virtually is)populated. 

A nightmare the men joke about is the possi¬ 
bility of trying to cope with an emergency land¬ 
ing of s 300-passenger liner. The air strip could 
handle the plane all right but it would be a tight 
squeeze to accommodate the guests in their living 
quarters. 

Such isolated living ie not without its risks. A 


fire on the station is one of the greatest dangers, 
with an outdoor survival time of about two hours 
in bad conditions, and the nearest settlement 180 
miles to the west at Broughton Island. 

The living-working-recreation quarters at the 
station is a series of building modules joined 
together in a long string so that from a distance 
the structure looks like a train. 

The men call their home a module train. 
Each module contains four rooms and is 24 feet 
wide. The module train at Dewar Lakes consist of 
26 of these modules, with a fire barrier separat¬ 
ing every few sections. So that the heat of the 
buildings won’t penetrate the perma-froet, the en¬ 
tire structure is raised on a platform four feet 
above the ground. 

Though Doug has seen snowfull on July 4. the 
usual summer temperatures range from 35 to 40 
above, and a scorching 65 degrees is possible. 
When he is at home in the winter, Doug’s Nanai- 
mo friends marvel that he goes about in his 
shirtsleeves when they are suffering at 35 de¬ 
grees. 

Winters on Baffin Island are long, cold, and 
constantly windy. The average winter depth of 
snow on the ground is S light 20 inches, but the 
wind piles this up into great drifts. On the lee 
side of every hdl — opposite from the prevailing 
wind — the snow builds up in permanent anow 
drifts, some N feet deep, which even the summer 
son cannot melt. 

One morning the men woks up to find the en¬ 
tire station buried in a 38-foot drift of snow. They

Considering that I'm heading for my 80th birthday, 
I feel I was fortunate indeed to have been invited on a 
big-game hunting trip on the Christmas holidays into 
British Columba's wonderful Wells Gray Park. 


There were four of us altogether, 
the others being Frank Simon and 
Peter Philipchalk of Sidney, and G. 
J. Riviere of Saanich — experienced 
hunters all, and most congenial 
companions. 

We left Swartz Bay ferry termi¬ 
nal at 9 p.m. Christmas Day, drove 
air night from Tsawwassen and ar¬ 
rived at Helmcken Falls Hunting 
and Fishing Lodge at the entrance 
to the park at 9 a.m. Dec. 26. 

There we were made welcome by 
lodge manager Barrie Clarke, his 
wife and two charming children, and 
we took pleasure at once from the 
place and the beautiful, unspoiled 
wilderness surrounding it. 

The lavish • display of Christmas 
decorations — and especially the 
large tree with its many twinkling 
l^hts — created a cheerful atmo- 
s[*liere in which we all felt at home 
at once. J 

I may say that I have travelled 
all over this beautiful province and 
never have I beheld such wonderful 
scenery as unfolds to the eye in this 
wonderland of more than 1,000,000 
acres. At that, I saw only a small 
part of it, and in wintertime at 
that. 

In the park pre mountains 11,000 
feet high, numerous lakes, rivers, 
creeks, rapids and waterfalls. 
Highest of these is Helmcken Falls, 
plunging 400 feet down into Clear¬ 
water Canyon. Roads and trails lead 
from the park entrance to many 
[daces of interest. 


During my limited travels I came 
across several fine camp grounds 
with everything provided. The park 
ranger's headquarters camp is near 
the lodge. 

Throughout Wells Gray there are 
many mineral springs, extinct \K>1- 
canos and spectacular deep gorges. 
Lake, rainbow' and Dolly Varden 
trout may be takenJn season in the 
many waters and (which led to our 
trip there) there is an abundance 
of game for hunters in season. 

Moose, mule deer, caribou, griz¬ 
zly and black bear are there, and in 
the higher levels, mountain goat. 
Guides are available if needed, and 
fishing tackle, groceries and fuel 
may be obtained at the lodge. 

During our five-day stay, we 
got two moose, both under three 
years, without having to go too far 
afield. We used two vehicles, one of 
them a four - wheel drive which I 
would advise anyone to use during 
the fall and winter, 

I may add that during our visit 
the snow' on the ground was about 
two feet deep, no problem, and the 
w'eather quite mild. 

For anyone wishing to explore 
the trails and roads in winter, snow¬ 
mobiles may be rented — but not for 
hunting. 

Heading for home again, we left 
at 3 p.m., Dec. 30, arriving at Tsaw>- 
wassen around 1 a.m. Dec. 31. 

I am going back there about the 
end of August or beginning of Sep¬ 
tember. I want to do some fishing,

In a September, 1880, issue of The Colonist was the 
story as recorded by an unknown writer of how he had 
been told the Indian legend of the forming of the Na¬ 
naimo River. The chief of the Nanaimo tribe had first 
related the tale 27 years before which would have been 
in 1853. 


The .chief had told of a man and 
woman who landed long ago near 
where the mouth of the Nanaimo 
River is now. They had come from 
Jervis Inlet orr the mainland, 
paddling, .through the rough seas of

They were mart and r w ife, but the 
w oman* tvai tndre of h sister to the 
man, the* 'chifef explained. ’She w-as 
not a fttrt*' si$fe¥- Hince her mother 
and the ihbthefc had been full 

sisters. 

The Indians spoke of such close 
relations as brothers and sisters, 
and they forbade marriage between 
them. These two had broken the 


taboo and had been driven out by 
the tribe. 

Tired from the long trip, they 
hauled the canoe ashore out of reach 
of the waves. The woman set about 
gathering sticks and branches for a 
fire. The , man went in search of . .»> 
water. , ( He wandered around the 
curve of the bay where-the Nanaimo * 
Rivpr i^ . today, but he found no 
water. .» • .t 

Thirty . and discouraged/. • he . 
turned back. Soon he saw the.smoke. 
of his'wife’s fire billowing .above the." 
trees. He wondered how she had 
made such a large fire in such a 
short time because in those days 
they had no axes and had to mainly 


depend on gathering branches and 
driftwood for fuel. 

There were, of course, the 
wedges made of deer’s horn which 
could be used to strip thick bark 
from the giant Douglas fir trees but 
driving the crude wedge into the 
tree with a stone hammer was hard 
and slow work. 

_ The man headed back to camp, 
but as he neared it he saw the 
footprints of a man, a very large 
man, much larger than ordinary. 
These footprints had crossed his and 
headed toward his camp. He has¬ 
tened to. the fire. 

..«is wife was sitting on. one side 
M the fire, leaning back, her head 
resting; on the canoe.

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To a novice beachcomber all driftwood looks the same. A monotonous wasteland. 
But if you are inquisitive enough to start poking around in the driftwood you soon 
realize there is more to it than meets the casual glance. 


DRIFT WOODING 


By BILL and JULIE HUTCHINSON 

After a few beachcombing trips you learn there are 
two general kinds of driftwood; local material and im¬ 
ported wood. 

Local driftwood, originating anywhere in British 
Columbia or adjacent Washington and Alaska locali¬ 
ties, is by far the most abundant. 


The bulk of it is in the form of 
logs; logs everywhere. Mixed in 
with drift logs you will find odds and 
ends of plywood and lumber. Much 
of this is in good condition. A han¬ 
dyman's bonanza. You can salvage 
this lumber if it is practical to haul 
it lo your car. Local materials also 
include branches, roots, trays of 
sturdy bark and teredo wood. 

Imported driftwood is generally 
found as rough lumber. It has been 
used for dividers and battens on 
cargos of mahogany and other 
woods brought in from abroad. Bun¬ 
dles of plywood are protected by 
strips of wood from country of ori- 
gin. These battens and strappings 
are not first class lumber but they 
do contain useable parts. The steve- 
dors simply toss this unwanted ma¬ 
terial overboard when unloading 
ship. It is the easiest way to get rid 
of it. 

As well as mahogany there are 
boards and planks of walnut and 
oak. Shrewd beachcombers can be 
seen carefully scrutinizing the drift 
piles, taking sample slices here and 
there as they go. 

Imports among driftwood are not 
always rough lumber. Once when 
starting out to explore a strange 
beach near Parksvflle we came 
across a well rounded lump of wood. 
About the size and shape of a baby 
seal. Appeared to be the main root 
of a tree, smoothed by years of wind 
and wave action. Took notice of it 
because the surface grain was all 
little undulating curves. It looked 
like fir so left it there. Returning the 
same way wen^over to tills root and 
cut off a small slice. It was mahoga- 
$4 ny. Alter quite a struggle we man- 
* aged to get it back to our truck. We 
don't know what to do with it but 
somebody will. It is too good to be 
burned in a beach fire. 

Another time we were beach¬ 
combing on Gordon Beach a few 
miles west of Sooke. A nine foot 
plank came drifting in. Waded out to 
' haul it ashore but couldn’t lift it, too 
heavy. Thought it must be wa¬ 
terlogged. Finally tugged it up on 
the beach and cut a sliver from one 
edge. It was a very dark brown, pos¬ 
sibly teak. It seemed sound and 
solid and was two inches thick and 
10 inches wide. Dragged it well up 
past the high tide mark to dry out. 
Didn’t get back there for a year, 
that plank was still where we had 
parked it. And it wasn't any lighter, 
still too heavy to lift. So used our 
beach' barrow to trundle it along the 
beach to the truck. 

Fresh driftwood can usually be 
identified on sight, at least approxi¬ 
mately But when piled up in win¬ 
drows along the upper beach zone 
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by the previous winter storms drift- 
wood soon takes on a weathered ap¬ 
pearance. The hot summer sun 
gives all woods the same silvery 
grey patina. You have to cut a sam¬ 
ple off any piece to find out what it 
is. Sometimes the results are sur¬ 
prising, the interior of the wood is so 
different to the outside. 

Some driftwooders have definite 
ideas as to what they want. They 
search out certain shapes of materi¬ 
als, leaving the rest. Many of us 
gather indiscriminately, picking up 
whatever appeals to us. Later we 
wonder why on earth we aver carted 
the stuff home. However it is not 
wasted, makes good fireplace fuel. 

In the past few years driftwood 
has earned a respected place in 
flower arranging. The trend is away 
from massive displays of bloom. 
Using fewer flowers complemented 


by a harmonious background the ar¬ 
ranger shows her artistic skill. 
Driftwood fits in admirably with 
such compositions. Inherently beau¬ 
tiful, it speaks to us with primeval 
innocence. We are en rapport’ with 
driftwood. It belongs. 

Cutting and trimming will some-' 
times be necessary. The trick is to 
develop an esthetically pleasing 
frame as a foundation for each ar¬ 
rangement. Driftw^ood organizes 
your blooms and delineates your 
plan. It must be properly used. Keep 
it simple, avoid a helter-skelter pro¬ 
fusion of lines. 

Aim for a tranquil design. Build 
a symphony out of flowers and drift¬ 
wood. By all means express your¬ 
self, you can have a lot of fun 
doing your thing. 

The first time you go beachcom¬ 
ing for driftwood you may be disap¬ 
pointed. You can not find anything 
worth taking home. Why? Either 
someone has been there before you 
and made off with the obvious 
pieces, or you have not learned to 
recognize available material. Now 
take this bit of lumber, go ahead, 
pick it up. Just a fragment of an old 
board. Look again. Soft silvery-grey, 
broken ends smoothed, ribbed grain 
in sharp relief, mellowed by time; it 
is a handsome piece. How to use it? 
Try it as a wall palette harlequined 
by a rainbow of pansies. Sunshine 
on your kitchen wall.

Further along the beach you dis¬ 
cover an uprooted tree. Fallen from 
the cliffs above or drifted in. The 
roots are an entangled mass, hope¬ 
less. Let’s find out. The tree is a co¬ 
nifer w ith typical shallow root plan. 
The roots are fanned out in all direc¬ 
tions from the trunk just below 
w here ground level had been. 

Not a very large expanse of root 
considering the size of the tree. Now 
you can understand why evergreens 
come down so easily. They are built 
to stand in groves, individually they 
are susceptible to wind or erosion. 

You can walk right up to the bot¬ 
tom of the root assemblage. The 
root system is quite fiat and of no 
great depth as though it had been 
growing on a concrete slab. So dif¬ 
ferent to trees having deeply pene¬ 
trating roots. Because of this pecu¬ 
liar growth pattern the roots are 
entwined, some evefi grown into one 
another. If you cut here and there, 
you can free this section. Turn it 
upright. Makes a fine pedestal for a 
jotted plant. Want it? Take it home, 
its yours. 

Teredo wood is one of the most in¬ 
teresting kinds of driftwood. Teredos 
are worm-like animals that live in 
floating or submerged wood in salt 
water. Their tunnellings ruin logs 
for sawmill use but furnishes inspir¬ 
ing material for beachcombers. 
Some teredo sculptures are well 
nigh unbelievable to anyone who 
has r»t encountered it before. 

You will find whole logs com¬ 
pletely riddled by these molluscs as 
wcB as many smaller pieces. The 
hotys are often all the same size in 
any one log. They range from tiny 
pin holes to as much as an inch in 
diameter. Sound teredo wood can be 
sawn or turned but it is ruinous to 
tools. Sand and gravel finds its way 
into the cavities when the - wood 
comes ashore. Teredo wood -can be 
cleaned and whitened by soaking in 
bleach. Any bleaching agent will do. 
This removes the odor if any teredos 
are still in residence in your trophy. 

One form of driftwood often en¬ 
countered is a knot or branch stub 
surrounded by the remains of what 
had been the original tree trunk. 
The stub is very hard, the trunk 
wood comparatively soft. The latter 
disintegrates leaving its annual 
growth rings as prominent ridges 
streamlining around the knot. You 
can fancy all sorts of shapes, ghost 
ships, flaming torches, and others. 

Sometimes you wonder at the 
scarcity of certain kinds of drift¬ 
wood. Where ever you look there are 
<«ly logs to be seen. 

Then, as you hike into the lee of 
a point at low tide, you find you El 
Dorado. What happens is that heavy 
driftwood such as knot pieces be¬ 
come waterlogged and when gath¬ 
ered into a cove by wind and wave 
tend to sink. At such times you have 
a difficult task choosing what to 
take home. 

You can t take it all. there is too 
much. So if you want some of these 
branch stubs you might consult a 
map to locate a promontory in the 
vicinity where you intend drvftwood- 
ing. Or any sort of a backwater. You 
can tell when you are in one of these 
slack w'ater areas by the bottom. 
Not sand any more but sandy mud 
or plain mud. Smelly stuff. Mud in¬ 
dicates fine sediments laid down in 
quiet water. On a rocky shoreline or 
one having course gravels and .cob¬ 
bles the mud bottom may not be evi¬ 
dent until the tide is at a minimum.

But the driftwood will usually be 
there, lots of it for you to work 
over. 

Searching out and finishing drift¬ 
wood is Balm of Gilead for the soul. 
Work in an office every day? Re¬ 
lease your tensions by weekend 
driftwooding. It is a delightful way 
to lose the world. More and more 
people like you are doing it. Com¬ 
pare notes and finds with other 
beachcombers, such friendly folk. 

Take one of jour prizes to work. 
Put it on your desk. Everyone will 
comment favorably on it. You’ll 
make new friends. 

If your beachwood needs clean¬ 
ing, scrub with brush and soapsuds. 
Some places might need to be dug 
out or scraped with a knife, try not 
to gouge or chip the wood. When dry 
leave it natural, lightly oil or wax if 
you wish. Retain the soft look, it Is 
authentic. 

Driftwood is suitable for many 
decorative purposes. It is a placid 
material, inducing calmness, and 
will fit in almost anywhere. You can 
effect any special mood by adding a 
tiny figurine to your display. Be 
careful with additions. More than 
two accessories are apt to confuse 
the picture you are trying to convey. 
A wee ceramic leprechaun sitting in 
a driftwood log. a dog eyeire your 
tree with quizzical expression, a 
bird perched on a branch, the possi¬ 
bilities are endless. And this brings 
another thought. You will have to 
spend your noon hours looking for 
figurines, a special miniature will 
send you driftwooding for a piece to 
suit it. You are caught in a happy 
circle. Make ihe best of it. 

Tools and equipment for drift¬ 
wooding are simple and inexpensive. 
Rubber boots, old jacket with large 
patch pockets for small treasures, 
possibly gloves, a large bag and a 
saw. A used hundred pound sugar or 
rice bag is very good for carrying 
driftwood. Cost is about 25 cents 
each but source of supply is uncer¬ 
tain. Sometimes you see them ad¬ 
vertised in the local papers. 

And now for your driftwooding 
saw'. An ordinary carpenter's hand 
saw is an awkward item to carry. 
You might do so only if you know' of 
a particular branch or root you wish

to cut providing it is not far from 
your car. For everyday speculative 
beachcombing it is certainly worth¬ 
while to consider a more portable 
kind of saw. 

Many times you will not require a 
saw during a whole day of drift¬ 
wooding but when you do need one 
nothing else will take its place. Ever 
try breaking off a root without da¬ 
maging it? Or cutting it with a 
knife? Any root or branch can give 
you a lot of trouble. Get yourself a 
small saw. 

Hardware stores carry a bewil¬ 
dering array of saws. The different 
kinds are meant for different jobs. A 
man might not have much difficulty 
when selecting a saw but ladies 
could be confused. If you want a 
saw mostly for driftwooding be sure 
to tell the clerk how you intend to 


use it. Among the smaller saws you 
will* notice the keyhole types; these 
can be used for cutting roots but 
keep on looking. 

There are two kinds of collapsible 
kaws that are practical for our 
needs. One is the folding pruniry; 
saw used by gardeners, the other is 
the sportsman's wire saw. The prun¬ 
ing saw is much the better for our 
purpose. Let's take a look at both of 
them. 

The collapsible pruning saw con¬ 
sists of a narrow, coarse toothed 
blade 10 inches to 12 inches long that 
folds into a wooden handle of the 
same length. Somewhat like a jack¬ 
knife. Makes a neat easily carried 
package. Opened, the blade is firmly 
held by a catch which must be re¬ 
leased before the saw can be folded. 
It is a safe and dependable tool. A 


decided advantage *f the pruning 
saw is that you can lash or t»[>e it to 
the end of a long pole to reach way 
out for a desired branch or root. 

Pruning saws come in several 
sizes, with either straight or curyed 
blades. They are stocked at moat 
garden shops and hardware stores. 
Cost is two or three dollars,. 

Uve other kind of portable saw is 
an ingenious affair. Just a piece of 
twisted wire about 18 inches long 
with a one inch metal ring at both 
ends. Coarse, sharp teeth extend 
along the wire, and all around it. 
Simple and effective. You operate 
by putting a finger in each ring and 
pulling back and forth against the 
object to be cut. Saw in any direc¬ 
tion. It works. Fine for small jobs 
though you might be hard put to cut 
anything over 4” in' diameter. The 
great advantage of the wire saw is 
its compactness. It can be coiled 
into a neat roil and carried in your 
shirt pocket. Should be in every out- 
doorsman’s survival kit. 

The wire saw requires practice to 
get the knack of using it. You could 
readily blister fingers if doing more 
than a few minutes sawing. This can 
be avoided by slipping a short stick 
into each ring and grasping the 
sticks when sawing. 

These temporary handles give a 
firmer grip as well as being more 
comfortable. You should enquire at 
sporting goods and outdoorsman's 
stores for your wire saw. Cost is 
about a dollar. 

Either of these saws is a good 
investment. Definitely worthwhile, 
and like insurance, pays off when 
you need it most. We prefer and use 
the gardeners pruning saw though 
often carry a wire saw tucked away 
in a deep pocket for emergencies. 

If you have ever yearned to 
spend a week or so camping and 
driftwooding then do it soon. Do not 
postpone it any longer. The oil slicks 
are coming. We have had numerous 
warnings by experts. A few minor 
oil spills presage the big ones yet to 
come. They are inevitable. Beach¬ 
combing as we know- it today will be 
finished. In other words. we are see¬ 
ing the end of an era: the clean 
beach era. Get out and ei\ioy it now. 
Tomorrow- will be too late.

Rhubarb is as much a part of 
spring as daffodils and robins in 
the garden. This fruit, which isn't 
a fruit but a vegetable, dates back 
to about 2700 B.C. in China where 
it was used mostly in Chinese med- 


icme. 


Rhubarb was introduced into 
Europe in the 14th century.

Rhubarb U one of those versatile spring¬ 
time favorites . . . for pies, shortcakes, 
crisps, tarts and just plain stewed for a 
breakfast fruit. Our first recipe is for an 
«dd fashioned cobbler or as Grandma called it 
Rhubarb Dowdy. 


It was cultivated first by the monks in 
monastery gardens as a medicinal plant and later 
as an ornamental plant. We can give thanks to a 
nameless Maine gardener who, in the 18th centu¬ 
ry, planted seeds he brought over from England 
and thus introduced rhubarb to the Americas. 

The pink hot-house rhubarb gives us our first 
fresh Canadian fruit of the year to tempt lagging

DIVING 

with 

WHALES 

There is little doubt that Moby 
Dick, the giant white sperm whale, 
though fictious, was the most 
famous whale of all time. The 
second most famous was, of 
course, Chimo, a young white fe¬ 
male killer whale caught in 
March, 1970, near Race Rocks off 
Victoria. 

It was about two years ago that I first met 
Chimo and two other killer whales, Nootka, a 
female weighing about 3,500 pounds and Haida, a 
male, weighing 3.000 pounds. 

At the time. I was on an assignment to film 
the whales underwater for a television show, 
Chimo was the first and only w-hite killer whale 
in captivity, and although I would film all three 
whales underwater, my prime subject would be 
Chimo, 

All the above-water shots had been taken 
already and my underwater sequence would be 
used to add continuity as well as a new dimension 
to the show'. 

All three killer whales were kept at Sealand 
of the Pacific. Both Chimo and Haida were 
younger and smaller than Nootka, who had been 
captured previously and had been the star at¬ 
traction at Sealand for quite some time. 

Since the arrival of Chimo, Nootka had be¬ 
come rather aggressive, bullying the smaller 
white whale and showing her jealousy of Haida, 
the lone male. It was decided to send Nootka to 
another aquarium rather than endanger Chimo. 
the rare primadonna. My assignment was, in 
part, to film all three whales together before 
Nootka was sent to the new aquarium. 

Normally, no divers are in the pool with the 
whales, as most of the effective training is done 
out of the water. The head trainer is Mark Perry, 
who treats the whales as if they were his own 
children. One cannot but admire the patience 
Mark displays with his charges and it is heart¬ 
warming to see the confidence he inspires in the 
whales. 

Most of the tricks are taught through the 
reward system, the reward being herring, some 
85 pounds per whale per day! By this means, the 
whales also receive their daily rations of vita¬ 
mins, hidden inside the herring. 

I had decided to get into the water and film 
while the show was in progress, hoping to use 
some of these underwater scenes to tie in with 
the above-water shots, but right from the start I 
had trouble with Nootka. 

As I slid into the water, she gently mouthed 
my leg in an unnerving way. Mark pushed her 
away and gave her some herring at the side of 
the pool in an attempt to distract her. 

I now found myself in the water, completely 
alone with the three huge, magnificent creatures. 

There were various shots I had been asked 
to get, such as the whales leaving and entering 
the water on their jumps, but primarily I was 
to get shots of the rare white whale. During the 
show, I found filming a breeze, all the whales 
were kept active, going through their paces, 
ignoring me. But when the show was over, the 
whales became quite fascinated by my camera 
equipment, and I was quite thankful when the

diver joined me, distracting the whales’ interest. 
Also giving me a comparison in size for my shots. 

I recall being at the bottom of the net en¬ 
closure filming the diver as one of the whales, 
probably Haida, was coming towards the camera. 
It was quite a shock to feel my left arm being 
grasped gently by the other black whale which 
had come up behind me. I instinctively thrust 
my arm, holding the camera, forward, banging 
Haida on the snout. I can still see those huge 
teeth as the whale slowly opened its mouth just 
inches from my face! 

I'm sure Haida's actions were prompted by 
curiosity rather than animosity, but I was re¬ 
lieved to find myself out of film and able to 
beat a strategic retreat. After hanging up my 
camera in its bulky underwater housing, I still 
needed help getting out of the water because of 
my heavy tank and extra leaded weight belt, 
combined with the awkwardness of the pool. 
Once more I realized that my foot was down 
Nootka's throat. She evidently got some pleasure 
from gently nibbling not only my swim fin but 
my whole ruddy leg! 

The audience who had been watching the 
show was still present, so I didn’t like to yell 
loudly for help. I said quietly to Mark, “Do you 
mind? I do believe my leg is down your whale’s 
throat.” 

With one day’s filming concluded, I found 
that the bulk of my footage was of the two 
black whales. It had been a bright day and 
Chi mo seemed wary of the sun and stayed 
elusively beneath the shaded overhang of the ; 
pool. Unlike the black whales, her curiosity was 
never aroused by me or my equipment. 

This made it—difficult to get good shots of 
her. and I realized that I’d have to concentrate 
on her the following day. 

As I thought over the day's shooting, I found 
that my attitude had changed somewhat. When I 
was first approached to film the whales, I had 
absolutely no qualms and naively looked forward 
to the assignment. After the first day, however, 
my enthusiasm had worn a trifle thin. It is hard 
to describe the.feeling of being grasped, however 
kindly, by such a huge creature. 

So the next morning, not-knowing if I would 
share Jonah’s fate, I tried to act nonchalant 
about the day’s shooting schedule. Mark informed 
me that this was the diver’s day off, and I would 
be filming entirely alone. My already fading 
enthusiasm hit a new low. 

Like the day before, I entered the water 
during the show. By this time I felt part of the 
act and half expected Mark to toss me a herring. 

By positioning myself at various strategic 
spots in the tank, I caught Nootka performing 
her several jumps, but Chimo was as elusive as 
the day before. As I continued filming, my con¬ 
fidence gradually returned, but when the show 
ended, the three W'hales, looking for a new in¬ 
terest, once more surrounded me. I kept as close 
to the bottom of the net enclosure as possible and 
slowly backed towards the side so that the whales 
could come neither beneath or behind me. 

Being there all alone was most unnerving as 
the two black whales wx>uid come right up to the 
camera and grasp the housing with their mouths, 
or they would attempt to grab my flippers which 
I tried to keep tucked under me. Curled up in a 
ball on the bottom, I tried to make it as diffi¬ 
cult as possible for the whales to get a good hold. 
Finally, they became bored and swam away, 
enabling me to shoot several feet of film, but 
hearing the camera, back they would come.'with 
me filming their approach until they came too 
close. 

This cycle repeated itself for what seemed 
like hours until all the footage was used. I now- 
wished to surface but every time I made a move 
upward, Nootka would begin teasing, nudging 
me and showing her huge, pointed teeth. It was 
a big relief when I finally made it to the surface. 

I passed the camera to Mark and just as I was 
about to be hauled up, I felt my leg being grasp¬ 
ed once more by Nootka’s huge mouth. 

I’m still not sure if Nootka w-anted me to 
stay and play with her or whether my waving 
fin angered her. Whatever the reason, she grasp¬ 
ed my leg hard enough to pierce the skin through 
the rubber suit. My fin fared even worse, as the 
end was bitten completely off. Mark was quite 
concerned about this. As he reached down inside 
the whale’s throat to retrieve the end of the 
flipper, he scolded her, ’’Shame, Nootka, do you 
want to make yourself sick?” 

No way was I going in the w ater again unless 



another diver was there also, but I still had to 
get shots of the beautiful white whale and this 
meant another day’s shooting. Water conditions 
deteriorated oxer the next few days arid by the 
time I was able to film again, Nootka had been 
moved to another aquarium. I entered the water 
during the show where Haida was now' the per¬ 
forming star, leaping and jumping, while Chimo 
swam quietly around. I concentrated on her on 
this day’s filming. 

After the show, the diver came into the 
water, bringing with Yam a bag of herring. The 
diver and I worked as a team, he feeding Haida 
underwater as I took pictures. So that all the 
fish weren’t eaten at once, he teased the whale 
by holding the bag behind bis back, thus giving 
me an opportunity to wind the camera. I could 
not help marvelling how 3,000 pounds of muscled 
mammal could be so gentle as it took the herring 
from the diver’s band and yet display such agility , 
strength and speed in swimming. 

All the shots I had taken at this time were 
for television, but wily a month after I was again 
approached, this time to film the whales for a 
travel movie. Once more I was in the water with 
the albino whale, Chimo and the male. Haida. 
By now the filming had become old hat to me.

After her capture, the fedepq? fisheries 
banned the taking of albino whales ’from the 
British Columbia waters.

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“Emily Carr was a woman to be reckoned with, not the sweet, deeply religious 
type that turned the other cheek, but a determined, opinionated woman who would 
stand for no nonsense." 

The man behind these rather strong words concerning the woman who has be¬ 
come a Victoria institution is Richard V. Nicholles, of Port Alberni. 

THE REAL EMILY CARR 


Now 75, Richard Nicholles can boast of a long and 
varied career along the British Columbia coast — from 
cannery worker to rumrunner — as well as being nephew 
of the eccentric artist who, 30 years after her death, 
has achieved international acclaim for her distinctive 
paintings which depict an Indian culture that, until re¬ 
cently, had all but vanished. 


Today Mr. Nicholles' memories 
of “Aunt Milly” remain as vivid as 
when was a youngster, almost 
three-quarters of a century ago/ 

These childhood memories have 
inspired Mr. Nicholles to share his 
private portrait of the remarkable 
Emily Carr, as, in recent years, he 
has come to the conclusion that the 
legends surrounding the enigmatic 
artist are becoming more and more 
inaccurate. His reminiscences also 
shed new light on the pioneer Carr 
family. 

^Interviewed several months ago. 
Mr. Nicholles began with an expla¬ 
nation: “Just possibly I can put the 
record straight on some of the state¬ 
ments that have been published by 
T-knew-her-when’ types who ob¬ 
viously did not know her ‘when’ or 
at any other time ... I am so tired 
of hearing about ‘poor little Miss 
Carr’ and welcome the chance to 
tell you about the real Emily Carr. 

“I admired her, and I loved her. 
Had she been the woman I have 
read so much about I would never 
have felt toward her as I did." 

Then, introduction completed, he 
settled back and began his Story: 

Most of the family history was 
told me by my mother: family 
things that went back to the 1840s, 
when Grandfather Richard Carr left 
England to see the world. In fact, 
the “saga” 7 of Richard Carr would 
make a pretty good story in itself: 
the family’s trip from California to 
England in 1861, and the return to 
Victoria in 1863 ... 

Grandfather Carr was quite a 
going concern in his own way. As a 
young man, he had four stores in the 
San Francisco Bay area. But when 
Mother was three. Grandmother got 
—I don’t know just what she' got, ac¬ 
tually—under the weather and the 
doctor was called. He tried every¬ 
thing he knew', but, in those days, 
they didn't know very much apd, fi¬ 
nally, he said the only thing that 
would cure her would be a long sea 
voyage. ^ 

jSo , Grandfather . Carr sold his 
ftores’ and chartered a ship in San 


Francisco, loaded it with grain, took 
the family aboard, and they set out 
from 'Frisco. My mother told me 
that this was the first full shipload 
of grain shipped from the Pacific 
Coast to England. That was in 1861. 

Mother had her fourth birthday 
while becalmed in the South Pacific. 
The captain had the crew lower the 
boat with Grandmother and the two 
little girls (Mother and Aunt Edith) 
and the crew rowed them around 
the ship and back, when they were 
pulled aboard again. That was a 
special birthday treat. 

She had her sixth birthday on the 
way out here again, when they came 
back by the way of Isthmus of Pana¬ 
ma and up to Victoria, where 
Grandfather built the present house 
—later 44 Carr Street, then 207 Gov¬ 
ernment Street—of redwood and 
bricks imported from San Francis¬ 
co. Mother said that she could re¬ 
member her mother crying when 


where the Vancouver Club is now, 
down on Hastings near Georgia. 
Then she had an apartment near 
Granville and Broadw'ay. I went up 
there—it was the first time I ever 
knew she smoked. After lunch we 
went and sat in the living room ami 
when I spt down, she said: “I 
alw’ays have a smoke after lunch. 
Would you like one?” So we sat and 
smoked. I was about 14; I'd been up 
the Skeena River and I’d just come 
back; this was 1911. 

Aunt Milly was always kind and 
good as far as I was concerned, and 
I got along well with her. But tiiere 
used to be a family ritual: you start¬ 
ed with the oldest and went along to 
the youngest, kissed them all hello, 
kissed them all goodbye, and one 
day she just stuck out her hand and 
said: “Oh, Dick, let’s just shake 
hands. I think it’s much nicer, don’t 
you?” Well, I could have kissed her 
— and cheerfully — bd^ause I didn’t 
enjoy kissing the old girls (my other 
aunts». They were very, very 
straight, the two oldest ones, and 
very, very religious. Mother was the 
only one that married. 

There was Mother and Aunt 
Edith, who came to Victoria with 
their parents in 1863. Aunt Betty 
was 10 years younger than Mother, 
having been bom in 1867. Aunt Alice 
came along in 1869, Aunt Millie in 
1871. Then, of course, there was 
Uncle Richard, who died in Califor¬ 
nia of tuberculosis in his early 20s.

she first saw it, and saying that the 
old man didn’t love her any more or 
he wouldn’t have taken her out there 
in the woods with all the wild In¬ 
dians about! 

At that time, where the Mac¬ 
donald place was—just a block 
below where I was bom—some 
homesteaders had been murdered 
and Grandmother was a little ner¬ 
vous. They even had to put off a pic¬ 
nic in Macdonald’s Grove because of 
the murders. 

Now, as to Aunt Milly: Well, as I 
remember her first, she had just 
come back from Europe. I was very 
small. She started an art class in 
the woodshed of the old home on 
Government Street. I remember 
going to a couple of classes up 
there, but it’s hazy now. But I do 
rememfcer some of the things she 
showed us there. She was a natural 
teacher. You took an interest in her 
whether you liked it or not—it was 
just automatic. 

But as I grew up, I was away a 
good deal, she w r as away; for a 
time, she lived in Vancouver. I can 
' remember going to her studio, just 


Aunt Emily w'as always Milly to 
me; I never knew her name actually 
was Emily until I was grown-up. 
She was always Milly. They all had 
nicknames: Edith was Dede; my 
mother, Clara, was Tallie; Elizabeth 
w'as Betty (or Lizzie, to her older 
friends), and Alice .. .1 guess she 
w'as the only one who escaped. 

Well. Aunt Milly, she was very 
eccentric in a great number of 
ways. She didn’t have any use for 
* men, and when I, my wife and baby 
daughter tftent over to the'old home 
W lunch .one time, she came and 
looked at the baby, turned to my 
wife and said: “Well, my dear, 
you’ve got a very nice baby. Now 
take my advice and don’t have any 
more — the next one might be a 
boy.” 

I don’t really know what soured 
her against men, but Mother told 
me that, when Emily went to Eng¬ 
land, somebody followed her from 
Victoria and wanted to marry her, 
but She sent him home. Then, when 
she came back, somebody, followed 
her out from England, and* she sent 
hitrt home. Yes, she was attractive* 


but I don’t know . . . maybe her fa¬ 
ther, being so strict, had something 
to do with that. She just didn’t have 
any use for men. 

When my mother was in her 20s, 
a colored messenger boy api»eared 
with a card from my father, which 
read: “I’ve seen your father and 
have permission to call. So hide the 
best silver and I’ll be over about 8 
o’clock.” 

And that’s about all she ever told 
me of their courtship. If it had been 
Emily, she probably would have 
said: “Well, if it’s silver you want 
. . .” and given him a quarter and 
sent him on his way!” 

In the books which have been 
written about her, Emily has been 
made out to be just a sweet, simple 
old lady. But that same day of our 
visit, we were all sitting around in 
the kitchen as they were getting 
lunch ready. There was the old coal 
stove and, next to it, a highly- 
polished woodbox. Back of that was 
a nail upon which Auntie Dede used 
to hang a special frying pan. When 
choking, she’d remove the stovelid 
and put that frying pan right down 
on the red-hot coals to fry steaks in. 
Then she’d scour the inside and 
hang it up on that nail, leaving the 
outside as it was — part of the 
household routine. 

Well, my wife was sitting on the 
edge of the woodbox. when Aunt 
Milly came in and sat beside her 
and leaned back, when my wife 
said: “Oh, careful, Aunt Milly, 
you’ll get soot on your dress.” 

“Oh, Gor!” swore Aunt Milly — 
her favorite expression — as she 
looked over her shoulder, then 
jumped up and said:, “Dede. you’re 
a filthy old bitch and I’ll never come 
in your goddam house again!” And. 
with that, she took off out the back 
door. 

In a few minutes. Aunt Betty 
says: “Well, I wouldn’t wait for her; 
lunch is just ready and it’s not nice 
to be kept waiting.” When my wife 
started to say something about 
Emily, Aunt Betty said: “Don’t you 
pay any attention to that, she’ll be 
here.” Well, within five minutes, 
down she came — she reminded 
me of a dreadnaught, the way she 
steamed into the kitchen! — and 
she says: “Oh, Dede, I see you have 
a lot of those bronze mums along 
the driveway there and I wonder if 
I might have some for my garden?” 

Dede replied that “Lizzie will be 
out there this afternoon and you can 
have all you want.” 

You’d never have thought that 
there had been an argument or any¬ 
thing else! 

Aunt Milly had quite a temper. I 
think in her book The House of All- 
Sorts, she writes about wrapping a 
basket of dirty clothes or something 
around one of her tenant’s neck. She 
gave him a bad time,, anyway. Hie 
sweet, angelic old lady that loved 
everybody -«. just didn't exist. She 
.was independent; she didn’t love 
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anybody but herself. And she didn’t 
love herself very much. 

She was an eccentric, she was 
hard to get along with. Even Ira Dil- 
worth, who helped her so many 
years with her books, told me at her 
funeral that she was a very hard 
• woman to work with. Billy New- 
combe was very interested in her 
painting and in the Indians, having 
inherited his father’s famous collec¬ 
tion and ability. He was quite a 
chap himself and very good to her 
— and quite an eccentric also. Aunt 
Milly was a woman all to herself. 
I’ve never" met anybody, or heard 
of anybody, who really liked her. 
She could be so very nice . . . and 
yet the least little thing and she’d 
fly off. I just thought of an All In 
the Family, which I saw on tele¬ 
vision recently where the son-in- 
law said: “Well, thank God I’m an 
atheist!” Well, that’s her type! 

It’s been said that Emily used to 
push a baby buggy around, picking 
up clay for pottery. Well, I can 
believe that — that’s just the type of 
thing she would do. 

About 1911, I think it w'as, she 
built a house on Simcoe Street, be¬ 
tween Douglas and Government. It’s 
now called the House of Allsorts. 
That's the house she wrote the 
book about. She had a studio and 
apartment upstairs, and two self- 
contained aj>artments on the ground 
floor. Then she had a heart attack 
and had to sell that and moved into 
a little house down on Beckley 
Street. Afterwards, when she 
couldn’t live alone, my older sister 
rebuilt Aunt Alice’s schoolhouse 
(she couldn’t teach any more) 
and made two separate apartments. 
So the old girls could be in the same 
house, connecting doors between, 
but still wouldn't be living together. 
Because they couldn’t get along. 

The old schoolroom was her 
studio then: that’s on St Andrews 
Street. There was the house that she 
was bom in — 207 Government — 
then the house that she built on 
Simcoe Street, on the old Carr 
estate, when it was divided, and 
then this little house on Beckley 
Street. Then she .move up to the 
schoolhouse, which was still on the 
old Carr estate. So, actually, she 
didn't move very far from home in 
her Victoria studios. 

When Grandfather Carr died, he 
left the home on Government to the 
oldest sister, with the provision that 
she provided a home for any of the 
others as long as they'needed it. 
And she did. When the place was 
subdivided — I think it was 1911 — 
she built a house up on St. Andrews, 
just across from the schoolhouse. 
Aunt Betty lived up there a couple 
of years and then they and Aunt 
Dede moved into the old home 
again. I don’t know why. 

Some time ago, my sisters — 
Muriel is 87, Emily is 85, and Lillian 
is 82 — were talking about architect 
Peter Cotton doing the old home 
over again and we wondered what 
he was going to do about replacing 
the old horsehair furniture. Because 
I can remember that damn stuff. 
You know, the women wore dozens 
of petticoats in those days, but little 
boys, they had short pants, just 
above the knee, and long black 
stockings, and the horse hairs'd 
stick and — Ow! 

" They all had different artistic 
ability, you might say. Aunt Dede 
used to Oiina-paint. She’d buy China 
and paint it; she made jewelry, did 
wood carving; she could tackle any¬ 
thing. Aunt Betty went in for mas¬ 
sage — don’t think she ever made a 
dime out of it. Aunt Alice had her 
private school, o i course. But Aunt 
Dede and Aunt Betty never earned 
very much money. They all had hob¬ 
bles but they weren’t paying hob¬ 
bies. 

When Grandfather Carr died, 
James Lawson, a member of his 
firm and administrator of the estate, 
was fold that if Uncle Dick ran 
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short of money he was to take it out 
of the others’ shares; they divided 
it equally. Well, Uncle Dick didn’t 
last very long after he went down 
to California. But I never heard 
what sums were involved. 

I do know that Emily spent 
quite a lot of money in travel in her 
younger days, and, in later years, I 
think she was pretty well strapped. 
If she’d got a little more money for 
her pictures ... I know my older 
sister sent the two old girls (Aunt 
Milly and Aunt Alice) each a small 
allowance every month and that 
Aunt Milly, for some reason or 
ether, took imaginary offence at 
something, and refused to accept 
anything. She sent double the 
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here and retired. He must hav* been 
well into his 70s. 


As for Dad, I know that he was 
involved in the building of the tele- 
up Telegraph Creek way. He 
ke his leg up there, and by the 
he got down to Victoria by 
— the only transportation 
— he had one leg which 
and a half shorter than 
He -was with Gariscbe 
Green and Wells Fargo Bank, and 
he was a major in the B.C. Royal 
Garrison Artillery in the odd days. 
Then he and a man named Renouf 
went into the wholesale hardware 
business. The Nicholles and Renouf 
Hardware was on the comer of 
Yates and Broad. They went out of 
business in 1908. They became -City 
Hardware or something and eventu¬ 
ally moved up to Fort Street. 

When Aunt Emily died, she left 
many paintings. There were wires 
strung right across her studio, and 
pictures hanging there; I don't know 
how many, but dozens and dozens of 
them. I could have bought any one 
of them for S25-S30. But she left 
them all to a trust fund. She figured 
that her relatives didn’t appreciate 
her art. so she left them all to her 
fund, vl believe, to help Reserving 
young artists. A lot of them found 
their way into the basement of the 
Parliament Buildings,. And they say 
that when they were going through 
the old Newcombe house after Billy 
died, they found any number of her 
lectures down in the basement 
there, which she had given him. 

In an old kind of storeroonr, right 
under the roof of her studio on Sim¬ 
coe Street, she had a great Indian 
■totem or something, painted there, 
right on the shingles. I’ve often 
thought of that. Of course, you’d 
have to take the whole roof to get 
that picture! 

As ^or the family’s opinion of 
Emily’s art: Well, at different times 
she changed her approach to art. 
you know. There was one time she 
didn’t paint with brushes at all, she 
dabbed it on with a pallet knife and 
you had to stand about 20 feet away 
from the picture to tell what it was! 
And I think that’s whe?e she lost out 
with the public. They wouldn’t stand 
20 feet away and say; “Oh, it’& real¬ 
ly a nice picture.’' they’d just say, 
“What is it?” 

As for mv own opinion of Emily's 
paintings: I liked ner later pictures, 
when there wasn't a straight bne 
when there could be a curved line. 
Like one of her paintings, very, 
famous now. which shows an Indian 
church with sides like a barrel. That 
was the way she saw- it. I’ve spent 
practically all my life around the 
coast here and I appreciate her ad¬ 
miration for the Indian art and I 
like her pictures on that account. 

As for her “heavy” colors, that’s 
the way she painted them, ^he had 
this old caravan thing and she’d get 
a truck to tow it out into the country 
. somewhere and leaVe her in the 
woods and come back in two weeks. 
or whatever it was, and she’d sketch 
these things. Their.she’d come back 
and paint them when she got in. She 
was right out in the woods and 
that’s the way she saw it and that’s 
the way she painted it. 

As I say, I like her paintings; 
especially the Indian totems. I 
wished I had a few of them myself. 
Hie totem j»les, I wouldn’t part 
with. I’d like to have a tew in the 
bush to sen, too! 

, And that’s what I remember of 
Emily Carr, or Aunt Milly, as I 
always knew her, I loved and ad¬ 
mired her. But I think myself that 
Emily Carr, had she in 

a different atmosphere, jpould have 
been a different — much different — 
woman. 1 *

i Got is dominated by a group of

opportunity for a bit of social com¬ 
mentary.

Review in Brief 


THE IMPLOSION CONSPIRA¬ 
CY, bv Louis Nicer; llouhleda.v: 4tT> 
pages; $to> is a retraversal of the 
20-year-old Ethel and Julius Rosen¬ 
berg trial by one of the most emi¬ 
nent lawyers in the United States. 

The Rosenbergs were convicted 
of giving atomic bomb secrets to the 
Russians and died in the electric 
chair. Theirs was a landmark trial 
which received more judicial atten¬ 
tion than any other in U.S. history. 
After the verdict, there were 23 af>- 
peals and in all 112 judges were con¬ 
cerned with the case. 

The Rosenbergs were communist 
sympathizers and it was their mis¬ 
fortune that their trial took place 
during the hysterical anti-communis¬ 
tic McCarthy era. Nizer relieves 
that the question to be asked is not 
whether the Rosenbergs were guilty 
but w hether the evidence warranted 
a guilty verdict. 

Nizer sketches the climate of 


public opinion at the time and sup¬ 
plies the personality and demeanor 
of the chief parties in the trial. He 
then acts for the reader like a judge 
instructing; the jury. 

In effect, he invites the reader to 
enter the jury box while he “re¬ 
plays” the trial in spellbinding fash¬ 
ion. and then to reach his or her 
owm vdrdkrt. His masterful in-depth 
treatment is so absorbing that one 
feels mentally wrung-out at the 
close of the book. 

Guilty or not of spying, it. is obvi¬ 
ous that Nizer feels the Rosenbergs 
should not have been killed and for 
this reason this enthralling and im¬ 
portant book is yet another indict¬ 
ment of the American judicial sys¬ 
tem.

Search for the Missing Link 

Man's curiosity about his origins goes back to the 
beginnings of recorded history and probably well before 
that. Unique among all the living creatures that in¬ 
habit the Earth, man attempted to explain himself 
through religious theories, in philosophical systems and, 
most recently, by scientific research. 
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When Darwin first implied that 
man was descended from tree- 
swinging brutish apes, the Victorian 
vy>rld recoiled in fastidious disbelief. 
With time, and the confirmation of 
fossils, the theory was accepted, but 
gave rise to further questions: why 
hadn’t all apes evolved into men? at 
what point had ape become man? 
had there been a creature between 
ape and man — one no longer ape 
but not yet man? 

The Missing Link. the first vol¬ 
ume in The Emergence of Man. a 
series of books to be published by 
Time-Life Books, explores the evi¬ 
dence and assesses the conflicting 
hypotheses and arguments about the 
pre-history of the human species. 

Clues to the beginnings of man 
have come from many sources. Pa- 
leoanthropologists have found scraps 
of hominid — man-like but pre¬ 
human — ..bones and teeth from 
which they can extrapolate an entire 
skeleton. Geologists and physicsts 
have contributed to the knowledge 
and methods of dating fosses. 

Students of animal behavior have 
found parallels between the closely 
related chimpanzee and what has 
been deduced about the earliest 
men. . 

Author Maitland A. Edey be¬ 
lieves some of the most promising 
testimony may be coming from the 
laboratories of the bio-chemist. 

As the mysteries of DNA and 
blood proteins continue to be unra¬ 
veled, molecular biologists are close 
to the establishment of an evolu¬ 
tionary yardstick that will accurate¬ 
ly date the split between apes and 
hominids. 

During the past 15 years new ex¬ 
cavations and discoveries have pro¬ 
duced more and more pieces to fill 
in the jigsaw puzzle that will ultima¬ 
tely resolve the lineage of man by 
revealing the relationship between 
skeletal fragments from different 
parts of Africa and Asia. At the 
present time most experts accept 
Australopithecus Africanus as the 
not-quite-human ancestor of the ear¬ 
liest man. Mr. Edey sums up the ev¬ 
idence : 

“Australopithecines are descend¬ 
ed from apes. Studies of fossils, and

studies of both tl»e physical nature 
and the behavior of living apes, 
makes this clear. Their closest apt 
relatives were chimpanzee and go¬ 
rilla. They followed a different evo¬ 
lutionary course from those apes by 
invading a niche that neither the 
chimpanzee nor the gorilla occupied 
a life on the open ground. This led 
-4 through complex feedback in¬ 
teractions of manual dexterity, tool 
use. bipedalism and hunting — to a 
w f ay of life that came to include the 
making of tools, food sharing, fami¬ 
ly formation, ever-increasing in¬ 
telligence — finally reaching a stage 
of development that permits them to 
be called men. That stage began to 
be reached some two million years 
ago. and had definitely arrived 1.3 
million years ago.” 

Photograjjhs. drawings and text 
are used by Mr. Edey to describe 
the clues and explain the theories of 
pa leoanth ropologists. animal beha- 
viorists, zoologists and other auth¬ 
orities. One picture essay, a series 
of photopaintings — created by su¬ 
perimposing paintings of Australo¬ 
pithecus on photographs of land¬ 
scapes like those that existed when 
he lived — recreates the daily life of 
an Australopithecine group. 

Maitland Edey was editor of the 
Life Nature Library, and produced 
the book Early Man for the series. 
He was also the author of The 

Nortbeant Coast in The American 
Wilderness series. He has travelled 
widely in"' Kenya, Tanzania and 
Uganda. 

The consultants on The Missing 
Link were Sherwood L. Washburn, 
professor of anthropology at the 

University of California at Ber¬ 
keley. and Bernard Camptjell, 
professor of anthroi>ology at the 

University of California at Los An¬ 

geles. 

The first volume in The Emer¬ 
gence of Man. entitled Life Before 
Man. deals with the beginnings of 
life upon the planet and traces its 
evolutionary development into 
various genera and species.

River and its two tributaries came 
to be.

Rhubarb and pork are soul 
mates. The tartness of the rhu- 
l»arb cuts the pork richness. 
Here is a.reelpe for pork chops 
done in the oven with rhubarb: 

PORK CHOP-RIHBARB CAS¬ 
SEROLE ... € pork chops, loin or 
rib' cut 3 j to 1-inch thick, 1 tsp. 
salt, good dash seasoned pepper, 4 
cups, .rhubarb cut into * 2 -inch 
pieces, 2 cups soft breadcrumbs 
toasted, % cup melted butter, 1 2 
cup ‘brown sugar firmly packed, 2 
Tbsp. flour, Vi tsp. cinnamon and 2 
Tbsp. lemon juice. Brown the chops 
in a frying pan, drain off excess 
fat, season with salt and pepper. 
Cbmbihe rhubarb, sugar, flour, cin¬ 
namon and lemon juice. Mix the 
crisply toasted breadcrumbs .with 
the melted butter. Spread half the 
crumbs on bottom of casserole. 
Spoon -half the rhubarb, <A‘er the 
crumbs 'and arrange chops on -top 
of rhubarb. Place Remaining rhu¬ 
barb around and on fop of chops. 

Cover tightly and bake in a pre¬ 
heated 350-degree F oven "for 40 
minutes. Remove cover *and 
sprinkle remaining crumbs on top. 
Return to oven for 10 miputes more. 

Bake potatoes in oven at the 
same time. If potatoes are large, 
cut in half lengthwise and -grpase 
cut side. They will cook quicker 
and have a nice crusty top.

Along the same lines are the 
houseboats, increasingly constantly 
in popularity as they become more 
and more luxurious and complete 
homes on water. Many of these now 
include all the conveniences of mo¬ 
dem living. They offer warm 
weather home living in an easily 
portable setting. If the owner be¬ 
comes dissatisfied with the view 
from the picture window, he has to 
do nothing more than start his 
motors and move. 

So you see, your choice will de¬ 
pend on many factors: the size of 
the boat, the use you intend to put 
the rig to and where you plan to use 
it. And there is one more consider¬ 
ation; the advice of your outboard 
motor dealer. He is the expert and 
can guide you in the right direction.

One of the first ques¬ 
tions that runs through 
a person's mind when he 
is considering buying an 
outboard motor is "how 
large a motor do I need?" 
It's an important one 
which requires careful 
consideration and you 
might heed the following 
advice. 


The prime consideration is the 
boat on which the motor will be 
used. Whether you are buying a new 
boat or only a new- powerplant for 
your present boat, try to determine 
the maximum horsepower recom¬ 
mended by its manufacturer. On 
many boats this information will be 
found on a small plate attached to 
the transom. Otherwise, check with 
the boat builder or dealer. 

Don’t overpower the boat. If the 
boat is rated for a 115-hp outboard, 
it is only common sense that you 
don’t put a 135-hp model on it. If 
you want to use a higher horsepow er 
motor for more speed, look at a dif¬ 
ferent boat. 

With a few exceptions, it is gen¬ 
erally best to equip a boat with 
maximum or near maximum horse¬ 
power. The boat has been designed 
to take that much power and having 
it available will make the craft more 
versatile. Despite a common mis¬ 
conception, a boat fully powered — 
but not overpowered — is usually 
safer than one that is underpowered. 
A grossly underpowered boat tends 
to be sluggish and slow to respond in 
an emergency. 

There are tunnel-hulled family 
runabouts on the market, boats de¬ 
signed for exceptional speed, al¬ 
though not true racing boats. These 
are certain to have a lasting appeal 
to the boatman whose main desire is 
to get over the water faster than his 
neighbor.
